REPORT 


Library  of  Congress 
Washington , D.  C. , December  7,  /jxy 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Librarian 
of  Congress  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1903. 

The  activities  of  the  year  that  may  be  indicated  by 
statistics  are  set  forth  in  the  several  statistical  tables 
embodied  in  the  text  or  appendices.  These  include  a 
statement  of  the  appropriations  and  their  expenditure;  the 
number  of  books,  maps,  manuscripts,  prints,  etc.,  added 
to  the  several  collections;  the  number  of  pieces  catalogued, 
classified,  and  located  on  the  shelves;  the  number  of 
catalogue  cards  and  of  other  publications  compiled,  printed, 
aud  distributed  during  the  year;  the  number  of  visitors 
and  readers  and  the  recorded  use,  and  the  volume  of  the 
copyright  business.  The  progress  of  the  Library  which 
is  more  significant  can  not  be  expressed  in  figures.  It 
consists  in  the  gradual  perfection  of  its  equipment  and 
of  its  sendee,  in  a development  of  its  collections  appropriate 
to  its  purpose  as  a library  for  research,  and  in  a wider 
appreciation  and  acceptance  of  its  functions  as  a national 
library,  with  a duty  to  the  entire  country. 

FINANCE 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  appropriations  and 
expenditures  of  the  Library  proper  and  of  the  Copyright 
Office  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  appropriations  for  the 
year  now  current.  Details  are  given  in  Appendix  la. 
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Included  also  are  the  appropriations  for  the  equipment 
and  care  of  the  building  and  grounds,  expended  by  the 
Superintendent.

Of  the  $299,535  appropriated  for  salaries  exclusive  of  the 
Sunday  and  special  service,  $1,322.21  were  unexpended  and 
covered  into  the  Treasury.  This  sum  represents  not  a sur- 
plus provision  for  service,  but  salaries  for  a time  undrawn, 
those  of  employees  temporarily  absent  without  pay,  or 
of  new  appointees  who  failed  to  qualify  promptly  after 
appointment. 

Owing  to  the  postponement  of  the  Sunday  opening  until 
after  the  summer  mouths,  there  was  covered  into  the  Treas- 
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ury  an  unexpended  balance  of  $2,742  of  the  appropriation 
of  $10,000  made  “to  enable  the  Library  to  be  kept  open  for 
reference  use  from  2 until  10  o’clock  p.  m.  on  Sundays.” 
Copyright  Office. — The  report  of  the  Register  of  Copy- 
rights appears  as  Appendix  II  to  this  report.

It  may  be  noted  that  the  revenue  from  domestic  entries 
tends  to  increase  at  an  appreciably  greater  rate  than  that 
derived  from  the  foreign  entries.  Taking  the  returns  of 
the  last  five  years  as  a basis  for  comparison,  the  income 
from  domestic  entries  (50  cents)  increased  21.4  per  cent, 
and  that  from  foreign  entries  ($1)  less  than  17  per  cent. 

The  fees  from  copyrights  are  covered  into  the  Treas- 
ury and  not  applied  directly  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Copyright  Office.  They  form  a regular  revenue  of  the 
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Government,  however,  giving  a net  revenue  over  the  direct 
expenses  of  the  office,  as  appears  from  the  following  com- 
parison:

The  amount  expended  for  salaries  ($66,708.80)  includes 
the  sum  of  $4,680  paid  in  salaries  to  certain  employees  who 
have  been  classifying  and  crediting  the  old  deposits  received 
prior  to  1897.  This  expenditure  is  chargeable  to  arrears. 
The  current  expenses  of  the  office  are  therefore  considerably 
more  than  met  by  the  current  receipts. 

The  above  statement  includes  all  disbursements  except  the 
cost  of  furniture,  of  printing,  and  of  binding,  but  only  cash 
receipts.  In  addition  to  cash  fees  the  copyright  business 
brings  each  year  to  the  Government,  in  the  articles 
deposited,  property  to  the  value  of  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  During  the  past  fiscal  year,  177,519  such  articles 
were  received,  whose  value  of  course  far  exceeded  the 
amouut  of  the  net  cash  earnings. 

General  SERVICE 

On  July  i,  1903,  the  Library  sendee  consisted  of  297 
employees,  234  in  the  Library  proper  and  63  iu  the  Copy- 
right Office,  a total  increase  of  9 over  the  figures  given  for 
July  1,  1902.  Of  the  234  in  the  Library-  proper,  91  are  in 
the  Catalogue  Division;  36  of  the  234  fill  the  more  subordi- 
nate positions  of  messengers,  attendants  in  cloakrooms, 
etc.,  and  iigof  the  remaining  198  fill  positions  at  salaries 
ranging  from  $480  to  $900,  inclusive.  Nearly  one-half  of 
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the  force  is  composed  of  women,  at  salaries  ranging  from 
$360  to  $1,600,  inclusive. 

The  force  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  and 

grounds 

Library  Building  and  Grounds  consists  of  120  persons. 

That  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Printer,  but  located 
within  the  Library  building,  consists  of  23  employees  in  the 
branch  printing  office  and  53  in  the  bindery. 

In  submitting  the  estimates  of  appropriations  for  the  fiscal  ,iut'r  10  com- 

rr  1 para  live  legisla- 

year  1904,  an  item  was  included  as  follows:  '«>» 

“For  the  preparation  of  an  Index  to  Comparative 
Legislation,  including  subscription  to  and  purchase  of 
publications  and  other  necessary  material,  and  for 
traveling  exj>enses,  transportation,  stationery,  postage, 
and  all  services  and  incidental  expenses  connected  with 
the  compilation  of  such  index.  $28,000.” 

The  appropriation  for  this  was  not  granted.  I have 
repeated  the  recommendation  in  my  estimates  for  the 
coming  year. 

EQUIPMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  stack  in  the  north  curtain  on  Xonh  curiam 
the  second  floor  (room  No.  4 on  the  plan)  has  been  com- 
pleted. Like  the  .Smithsonian  stack  on  the  same  floor,  it  is 
of  three  tiers,  and  of  metal  throughout,  with  adjustable 
shelving;  but  it  reserves  much  more  open  space  in  aisles 
and  alcoves,  and  one-half  of  its  lower  tier  is  guarded  by 
glass  doors  for  the  accommodation  of  rare  books,  of  books 
in  fine  bindings,  of  special  collections,  and  of  manuscripts. 

While  the  Smithsonian  stack  offers  accommodation  for 
upwards  of  130,000  volumes,  that  in  the  north  curtain  (a 
room  35  by  218  feet  in  dimension)  will  afford  shelving  for 
nearly  200,000. 

With  the  recent  considerable  accessions  of  material  the 

Manuscripts 

Division  of  Manuscripts  has  outgrown  the  room  on  the 
main  floor  at  first  assigned  to  it.  It  will  now  be  removed 
to  the  second  floor,  where  it  will  have  for  administration 
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and  for  readers  the  northwest  pavilion  (G  4 on  the  plan); 
for  shelving  and  special  consultation  as  many  as  may  be 
necessary  of  the  glassed-in  alcoves  in  the  adjacent  new 
stack;  and  for  storage  and  repair  work  the  attic  room  (G  5) 
directly  over  (G  4)  and  connected  with  it.  A considerable 
additional  provision  in  furniture  and  equipment  has  already 
been  planned  and  ordered.  It  includes  a number  of  addi- 
tional metal  safes  of  simple  design  to  be  placed  in  the 
alcoves. 

Division  of  Plans  have  been  drawn  for  a stack  of  shelving,  ultimately 

Prints 

to  include  three  tiers,  in  the  south  curtain  (Q  4 correspond- 
ing to  G 4 on  the  north),  now  occupied  by  the  Division  of 
Prints.  On  the  lower  tier  will  be  specially  designed  and 
constructed  cases  for  the  storage  and  exhibition  of  prints, 
as  well  as  for  the  literature  of  art  and  architecture. 
stairways  and  Additional  stairways  have  been  introduced  in  the  north 

blinds  for  stacks 

and  south  main  stacks,  greatly  facilitating  communication 
between  the  different  tiers,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  new 
system  of  glass  blinds  for  protecting  the  contents  of  the 
stacks  from  the  injurious  effects  of  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun 
will  be  in  position  before  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year.  These 
blinds  will  cover  all  of  the  exposed  windows  on  both  sides 
of  the  two  main  stacks,  some  520  windows  in  all,  and  will 
be  composed  of  translucent  glass  slats,  like  a Venetian  blind, 
but  vertical  instead  of  horizontal,  and  adjustable  at  any 
angle  (within  90  degrees)  by  a hydraulic  motor  for  each 
side  of  each  stack.  The  special  design  for  these,  as  for  the 
other  efficient  apparatus  peculiar  to  this  Library,  was  pre- 
pared by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Building. 

Permanent  adequate  equipment  for  the  Division  of  Music 
must  await  decision  as  to  its  permanent  location. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

Adopting  the  figures  of  the  count  of  printed  books  and 
pamphlets  in  June,  1902,  as  being  nearly  accurate,  the  total

It  is  to  lie  noted  that  the  above  totals  contain  no  revision 
of  the  figures  given  prior  to  1902  for  the  manuscripts,  maps, 
music,  and  prints.  The  sorting  of  the  old  material  is  still 
in  progress,  with  an  incessant  interchange  of  articles  among 
the  several  divisions  of  the  Library,  while  the  constant  loss 
by  consolidation  in  binding  renders  an  itemized  statement 
even  now  very  difficult. 

The  following  gives  a summary  of  the  accessions  to  the 
Library  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  and,  for  convenience  in 
comparison,  the  corresponding  accessions  for  the  two  years 
preceding:

It  includes  all  of  the  standard  works  on  the  enfran- 
chisement of  woman  so  far  as  known,  including  volumes  of 
The  Revolution,  The  Woman's  Journal,  The  Ballot  Box, 
The  National  Citizeu,  Garrison’s  Liberator,  and  The  Anti- 
Slavery  Standard,  containing  contributions  by  Wendell 
Phillips.  These  are  supplemented  by  official  reports  of 
the  National  Suffrage  Conventions,  addresses  made  at  Con- 
gressional hearings  since  1869,  and  the  various  reports  of 
Senate  and  House  committees  on  the  Woman’s  Suffrage 
question.  The  collection  also  contains  a large  amount 
of  material  on  the  slavery  question,  in  which  Miss 
Anthony  was  deeply  interested,  much  information  on  the 
temperance  question,  and  some  works  on  politics  of  the 
United  States  since  the  time  of  the  civil  war.  The  collec- 
tion consists  of  more  than  400  bound  volumes,  besides 
numerous  pamphlets  and  numbers  of  periodicals. 

Documents. — As  heretofore,  the  documents  acquired  have 
been  almost  wholly  the  result  of  gift  or  exchange.  The 
accessions  may  be  classified  by  source  as  follows:

The  record  for  1903  shows  a marked  increase  over  the 
preceding  official  year,  when  the  aggregate  number  of  vol- 
umes handled  by  the  division  was  16,051 , the  increase  being 
chiefly  under  the  head  of  * ‘ Gifts  from  the  various  branches 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  ’ ’ The  Government 
offices  not  only  supplied  their  own  publications  in  larger 
number  than  in  previous  years,  but  have  turned  over  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  the  surplus  of  their  libraries,  in  which 
documents  have  a large  share. 

A very  large  part  of  the  books  so  received  are  duplicates, 
though  occasional  books  among  them  give  the  Library  an 
opportunity  to  complete  sets  and  make  the  receipt  of  this 
material  of  value.  Among  the  duplicates  received  from  the 
United  States  Senate  may  be  noted  particularly  a bound 
collection  of  Congressional  bills.  The  period  of  time  rep- 
resented extends  from  1820,  the  beginning  of  the  Sixteenth 
Congress,  to  1878,  the  close  of  the  second  session  of  the 
Forty-fifth  Congress.  While  not  complete,  the  collection 
is  a valuable  addition  to  our  material  for  the  history  of 
legislation. 

No  complete  file  of  bills  submitted  to  Congress  has  been 
preserved  by  either  of  the  legislative  l>odies.  The  text  of  a 
measure,  in  its  various  stages  of  change  and  process,  whether 
it  becomes  a law  or  fails  of  passage,  is  of  high  historical 
importance,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  make  this 
record  of  past  legislative  activity  more  complete.  Files  of 
bills  and  other  measures  presented  to  Congress  in  their  suc- 
cessive stages,  and  with  their  amendments,  are  being 
arranged  as  they  are  received  by  the  Library  and  are  sub- 
stantially bound  at  the  close  of  each  session. 

United  States  documents.  — Current  Federal  documents  are 
being  received  by  the  Library,  under  the  joint  resolution  of 
March  2,  1901,  more  regularly  than  ever  before.  No  gen- 
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eral  legislation  has  thus  far  proved  effective  to  secure  to  the 
Library  of  Congress  all  of  the  publications  ordered  to  be 
printed  by  Congressional  committees.  The  Public  Printer 
is  unwilling  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  distinguishing 
between  such  issues  as  are  strictly  confidential  and  those 
which  may  be  communicated  to  persons  outside  of  the  com- 
mittee rooms.  I would  again  call  the  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  at  the  present  time  no  officer  charged 
with  the  preservation  of  this  class  of  Government  publica- 
tions, and  would  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  a 
rule  of  Congress  requiring  the  clerks  of  committees  to  send 
two  copies  of  the  documents  printed  by  their  committees 
to  the  Library  of  Congress,  except  in  cases  where  the  public 
interests  temporarily  forbid.  An  express  order  of  the  chair- 
man would  cover  such  instances,  and  even  where  such  an 
order  has  been  given,  provision  should  be  made  by  which 
the  Library  would  eventually  come  into  possession  of  the 
two  copies  required  by  its  files.  While  existing  legislation 
fails  to  secure  to  the  Library  copies  of  the  confidential 
executive  documents  of  the  Senate  from  which  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrecy  has  been  removed,  this  defect  has  been  met 
by  the  courtesy  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  who  now 
sends  them  to  the  Library. 

Foreign  documents. — The  exchange  system  through  which  Foreign  <tneu- 

, Mints 

the  Library  receives  the  official  publications  of  foreign 
governments  has  been  greatly  extended  in  the  past  year. 

There  have  laeen  added  to  the  list  of  regular  recipients  of 
the  public  documents  the  city  of  London,  the  city  of  Paris,  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  British  Columbia,  Natal,  New  Bruns- 
wick, Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Northwest  Terri- 
tories, Jamaica,  Bremen,  and  Guatemala.  In  many  cases 
these  Governments  have  furnished  considerable  numbers  of 
earlier  issues,  completing  or  making  more  complete  the 
broken  sets  in  the  Library.  A large  number  of  volumes 
have  also  been  received  from  the  Argentine  Republic,  with 
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which  country  an  exchange  has  been  in  existence  for  some 
time. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  interest  in  municipal  affairs  it 
has  seemed  desirable  to  collect  the  official  publications  of 
some  of  the  more  important  foreign  cities,  for  which  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  are  exchanged.  Thus  far  documents  have  l>een 
received  from  Aachen,  Birmingham,  Bristol,  Brunswick, 
Chemnitz,  Cologne,  Dantzig,  Diisseldorf,  Fraukfort-on-the- 
Main,  Hanover,  Havre,  Konigsberg,  Leeds,  Liverpool, 
Magdeburg,  Marseille,  Nantes,  Nottingham,  Nuremberg, 
Rheitns,  Roubaix,  St.  Etienne,  Sheffield,  and  Stettin. 

The  official  gazettes  of  the  various  foreign  countries  are 
not  generally  included  among  the  documents  received  through 
international  exchange.  During  the  past  year  special  efforts 
have  been  made  to  secure  such  publications  by  gift  and 
purchase,  and  there  are  now  on  file  the  official  gazettes  of 
55  foreign  countries  and  colonies. 
d°cu-  state  documents. — Much  work  has  been  done  in  the  past 
year  toward  the  completion  of  files  of  legislative  journals 
and  collected  documents  of  the  several  States.  Through  a 
publication  of  lists  of  wants  and  duplicates  considerable 
exchanges  have  been  made  with  other  libraries.  A collec- 
tion of  the  statute  laws  of  the  several  States,  beginning 
with  the  year  1890,  is  being  formed  for  preservation  in  the 
main  building  of  the  Library.  This  collection  will  relieve 
the  pressure  upon  the  limited  accommodations  of  the  law 
library,  and  places  at  the  disposal  of  students  material 
which  is  of  importance  to  economic  and  political  research. 
The  year  1 890  was  selected  for  the  starting  point  for  this 
collection,  as  it  is  the  first  year  indexed  by  the  New  York 
State  Library  in  its  useful  annual  Index  of  State  Legislation.

papers  by  the  family  of  Montgomery  Blair,  Postmaster-  drew  Jackson 
General  from  1861  to  1864.  The  recent  history  of  these 
papers  is  told  in  the  letter  of  gift;  but  an  examination  of 
the  documents  themselves  will  alone  develop  the  wealth  of 
historical  matter  contained  in  them.  Comprising  more 
than  4,000  separate  pieces,  with  a number  of  letter  books, 
orderly  books,  broadsides  and  newspapers,  this  generous 
and  public-spirited  gift  brings  to  the  Library  invaluable 
resources  on  a period  of  American  history  to  which  no 
other  of  its  collections  apply.  It  was  conveyed  by  the 
following  letter: 

“ 1651  Pennsylvania  Avenub, 

“ Washington,  D.  C,  February  20,  fpoj 

"My  Dear  Sir:  We  inherited  from  our  father,  the 
late  Montgomery  lllair,  a collection  of  papers  and  manu- 
scripts, consisting  principally  of  official  and  personal 
correspondence  of  Andrew  Jackson;  also  memoranda 
and  reports  written  by  Andrew  Jackson  and  others, 
relating  to  his  times  and  various  incidents  in  his  career. 

It  occurs  to  us  that  these  papers,  relating,  as  they  do, 
to  personages  and  events  so  important  in  our  national 
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history,  should  be  in  a permanent  place  of  deposit  where 
they  would  be  well  cared  for,  properly  classified,  indexed, 
filed,  and  with  the  aid  of  experts  be  made  accessible  to 
historical  investigators. 

“The  Library  of  Congress,  being  the  National  Li- 
brary and  having  an  absolutely  safe  building,  with  ample 
accommodations  and  expert  service,  and  with  the  duty 
and  inclination  to  make  the  material  in  its  custody  useful 
to  students,  and  having  already  a considerable  mass  of 
manuscript  material  relating  to  American  history,  has 
seemed  to  us  the  natural  and  fitting  depository.  We 
have  therefore  decided  to  give  this  collection  of  papers 
to  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  by  this  instrument  do 
convey  to  the  said  Library  all  our  right,  title,  and  inter- 
est therein,  conditionally  on  the  papers  being  accepted 
by  you  on  behalf  of  the  Library  for  the  purposes  and 
uses  as  herein  before  stated.  It  is  possible  we  may  make 
further  contributions  to  these  papers.  We  wish  the  col- 
lection to  be  known  as  the  ‘ Montgomery  Blair  collec- 
tion ’ and  entered  as  a gift  from  us  as  his  children.

The  collection  is  now,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery Blair,  being  calendared  and  arranged  for  public  use. 

Webster  letters  Second  in  importance  among  the  accessions  is  the  Webster 
correspondence,  which  was  acquired  by  purchase  from  Mr. 
Charles  P.  Greenough,  of  Boston.  The  greater  part  of  the 
Webster  pa]iers  was  left  by  Peter  Harvey  to  the  New 
Hampshire  Historical  Society.  A part,  however,  of  the 
original  collection  had  been  taken  out  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  a biography.  It  is  this  which  the  Library  has 
now  acquired  by  purchase.  It  comprises  some  2,500  pieces, 
and  includes  naturally  the  more  important  political  and  per- 
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sonal  letters  both  to  and  from  Webster.  It  serviceably 
continues  the  Jackson  papers,  bringing  the  account  of 
public  affairs  down  through  a later  period. 

A third  important  accession  is  the  papers  of  Commodore  Preble  papers 
Edward  Preble,  which  contain  correspondence  relating  to 
the  early  history  of  the  American  Navy.  The  12  volumes 
of  letters  extend  from  1799  to  1807,  which  cover  his  block- 
ade of  Tripoli  and  his  final  attack  on  the  Tripolitan  bat- 
teries. Not  only  are  there  many  letters  from  his  colleagues 
and  inferior  officers,  but  there  is  a particularly  notable 
series  from  that  picturesque  and  interesting  character,  Wil- 
liam Eaton.  That  the  collection  includes  also  Preble’s  jour- 
nal, some  log  lxx>ks,  the  ship  signals  of  that  time,  and  two 
volumes  of  his  letter  books  indicates  its  extent  and  variety. 

Lorenzo  Sabine,  who  prepared  a biography  of  Preble  in  1847, 
presented  a number  of  Preble’s  papers  to  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society.  They  are  described  as  having  special 
reference  to  his  Tripolitan  campaign.  They  must  once  have 
formed  part  of  this  collection  acquired  by  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

The  acquisition  of  more  than  120  pieces  of  Virginian  Virginia  mss 
material  also  deserves  mention.  This  collection  includes 
documents  which  extend  from  1649  to  1774,  and  relate  to 
the  region  in  and  about  Jamestown,  Ya.  The  few  records 
remaining  of  that  early  settlement  give  a value  to  every 
fragment  which  can  throw  light  upon  the  ownership  of  land 
or  the  relationship  of  families  in  its  early  days.  Many  of 
these  papers  have  historical  value  because  of  their  official 
nature,  and  others  contain  records  of  importance  to  the 
genealogist.

A detailed  list  of  the  more  important  accessions  to 
the  Manuscript  Division  is  contained  in  Appendix  III, 
and  need  not  be  repeated  in  this  place.  Mention,  how- 
ever, may  be  made  of  the  muster  rolls  and  returns  of 
Massachusetts  regiments  in  the  Revolution  (11  volumes);

sent  to  the  Spanish  colonies  from  1508  to  1807;  5 man- 
uscripts in  the  handwriting  of  William  Paterson,  being 
his  plan  for  a constitution  for  the  United  States,  sub- 
mitted in  the  constitutional  convention  of  1787;  papers 
relating  to  the  operations  of  the  yacht  Wanderer , a noto- 
rious slaver,  in  1858-60  (26  manuscripts);  a number  of 
Kentucky  documents  on  the  purchase,  gift,  hiring,  and 
mb  1903 3 
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maniscripts:  emancipation  of  slaves:  26  manuscripts  bearing  upon  Jack- 
son’s controversy  with  Secretary  Southard  and  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States;  and  -about  200  manuscripts  of  George 
Watterston  (Librarian  of  Congress,  1815-1829)  tearing 
upon  local  matters  in  Washington — a much  appreciated 
gift  from  Mr.  David  Watterston. 

The  commission  of  the  South  Carolina  Provincial  Con- 
gress to  William  Moultrie  as  colonel,  in  1775,  presented 
by  Mr.  V.  G.  Fischer,  is  a very  interesting  relic  of  the 
Revolutionary  war  and  of  high  autographic  interest  as 
bearing  the  signatures  of  thirteen  members  of  the  com- 
mittee of  safety  of  that  colony.  Mr.  Robert  Morton 
Hughes,  of  Norfolk,  Ya.,  presented  returns  of  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland  and  the  Confederate  Army  of  Ten- 
nessee, thus  adding  appreciably  to  the  lists  already  in  the 
Library. 

Papm/rom  thr  _\n  important  step  has  teen  taken  toward  bringing  under 

Department  of 

state  one  roof  the  historical  collections  now  scattered  among  the 

different  departments  of  the  Federal  Government.  In  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  February  25,  1903,  making  appro- 
priations for  the  fiscal  year  1903-4,  it  was  provided: 

1 ‘ The  head  of  any  Executive  Department  or  bureau 
or  any  commission  of  the  Government  is  hereby  author- 
ized from  time  to  time  to  turn  over  to  the  Librarian  of 
Congress,  for  the  use  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  any 
books,  maps,  or  other  material  in  the  Library  of  the 
Department,  bureau,  or  commission  no  longer  needed 
for  its  use,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  appropriate  to  the  uses  of  the  Library  of 
Congress.  ’ ’ 

The  first  important  transfer  to  be  made  under  this  act 
was  embodied  in  the  following  executive  order  issued  on 
March  9,  1903: 

‘ ‘ The  historical  archives  in  the  Department  of  State, 
known  as  the  Revolutionary  archives,  and  comprising

poses,' approved  February  25,  1903,  hereby  ordered  to 
be  transferred  from  the  Department  of  State — with 
such  exceptions  and  reservations  in  each  collection 
herein  enumerated  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  may  be  required  for  the  continuity  and  com- 
pleteness of  the  records  and  archives  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  State — to  the  possession  and  custody  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  to  be  there  preserved  and  ren- 
dered accessible  for  historical  and  other  legitimate  uses 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to 
time  be  prescribed  by  the  Librarian  of  Congress.” 

‘‘The  transfer  hereTlirected  shall  be  made  on  the  1st 
day  of  July,  1903,  or  as  promptly  thereafter  as  shall 
be  found  conveniently  practicable  to  the  Department  of 
State  and  the  Library  of  Congress. 

‘‘Thkodork  Roosevelt. 

‘‘White  House,  March  9,  1903." 

This  transfer  has  required,  of  course,  the  cooperation  of 
the  authorities  of  the  Department  of  State,  which  has  been 
entirely  prompt  and  cordial.  It  assumes  that  papers  of 
importance  to  the  investigator  in  history  and  not  necessary 
for  administrative  purposes  will  render  a larger  sendee  to 
scholarship  if  in  the  Library,  which  has  a specific  duty  not 
merely  to  presence  them,  but  to  make  them  accessible,  than 
in  an  Executive  Department  where  this  sendee  is  purely 
voluntary  and  is  not  sustained  by  specific  appropriation. 

The  principle  is  one  that  will  doubtless  apply  generally. 

The  transfer  leaves  the  ownership,  control,  and  possession

still  with  the  Government.  It  merely  utilizes  as  custodian  a 
different  government  agency  now  deemed  more  appropriate." 

The  historical  manuscripts  in  which  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment has  title  and  for  whose  preservation  and  utility  it  is 
responsible  are  not  limited  to  those  in  the  Departments  at 
Washington.  Others  have  come  to  it  with  the  acquisition 
of  new  territory,  others  still  through  the  operation  of  its 
customs  system  at  various  ports  of  entry.  Among  the 
former  were  the  archives  at  Porto  Rico,  at  Guam,  and  in 
the  Philippines.  Those  at  San  Juan  were  by  order  of  the 
War  .Department  brought  to  Washington  and  sorted  over, 
and  those  deemed  appropriate  for  preservation  retained  in 
the  Library,  the  remainder  being  returned.  Those  at  Guam 
also  are,  by  order  of  the  Navy  Department,  being  searched, 
with  a similar  purpose  of  the  transfer  to  Washington  of 
such  as  may  lx;  of  concern  to  the  investigator  in  history 
and  colonial  administration.  No  such  action  has  yet  been 
taken  with  reference  to  those  iff  the  Philippines,  although 
considerations  very  similar  would  seem  to  apply  to  these — 
namely,  that  they  are  in  peril  from  damp  and  from  insects, 
and  that  even  with  intelligent  custodianship — if  this  can  be 
afforded  at  Manila — they  are  remote  from  the  center  where 
historical  research  is  to  be  carried  on  and  from  the  other 
material  indispensable  to  the  study  of  colonial  administra- 
tion in  a comparative  way.6 

Of  earlier  acquisition  are  the  Spanish  and  Mexican 
archives,  which  came  to  the  Government  with  the  cession 
of  New  Mexico  and  of  California.  The  former  were  left  at 
Santa  Fe  in  the  custody  of  the  Territorial  authorities;  the 
latter  have  lieen  and  are  now  in  the  custody  of  the  Govern-

been,  during  the  past  half  century,  victims  of  shocking  neglect  California 
and  maltreatment;  some  of  them  have  been  deliberately 
burned,  others  used  as  waste  or  wrapping  pajier,  others 
freely  purloined  to  serve  the  interest  of  individuals  in  the 
prosecution  of  private  claims.  All  have  suffered  from  damp, 
from  heat,  and  from  the  ravages  of  insects.  The  remnant 
has  been  for  some  years  in  the  technical  custody  of  the 
Territorial  librarian,  in  the  actual  keeping  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  state  for  the  Territory.  Of  what  it  consists,  how 
far  of  documents  important  to  history,  can  be  ascertained 
only  by  an  examination  by  experts,  which  the  Territorial 
authorities  were  in  no  position  to  undertake.  The  entire 
collection  has  now  been  brought  to  the  Library  of  Congress, 
where  this  examination  can  be  made  atul  the  results,  if 
deemed  of  sufficient  value,  edited  and  published  in  indexes, 
calendars,  and  abstracts,  and  where  the  repairs  necessary  to 
the  preservation  and  use  of  the  manuscripts  can  be 
arranged  for. 

A proposal  to  bring  to  Washington  for  a like  purpose  the 
archives  at  San  Francisco  met  with  a protest  from  resident 
societies  and  individuals  in  California  who,  conceding  the 
title  to  the  documents  and  the  authority  over  them  to  rest 
with  the  Federal  Government,  regard  their  present  location 
as  sufficiently  safe  and  their  utility  to  investigators  on  the 
Pacific  slope  of  greater  concern  than  their  j>ossible  utility 
to  investigators  at  large. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  fiscal  year  it  was  learned  that 
Congress  had  authorized  certain  custom-houses  to  destroy 
such  of  their  records  as  were  no  longer  necessary  to  the 
administration  of  the  respective  offices.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a representative 
of  this  Library  was  permitted  to  make  an  examination  of 
some  of  this  material  in  order  to  determine  whether  a part 
could  not  be  judiciously  preserved  in  the  Library  as  a record 
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of  past  forms  pf  conducting  custom-house  operations  and 
as  matter  indirectly  throwing  light  upon  the  commercial 
methods  employed  in  the  earlier  history  of  the  nation. 
Much  material  of  this  description  was  found,  and  under  the 
order  of  the  Treasury  Department  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Library  and  is  now  in  process  of  arrangement.

the  present  year  already  recited  (supra,  pp.  24-25),  there  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Library  of  Congress  from  the  library 
of  the  Department  of  State  the  entire  Kohl  collection  of  early 
maps.  This  collection  consists  of  copies,  chiefly  by  hand, 
made  for  the  United  States  Government  by  Dr,  John  G. 
Kohl,  a learned  German,  under  an  appropriation  of  $6,000, 
granted  by  Congress  in  1856.  It  comprises  in  all  474  maps, 
for  the  most  part  maps  relating  to  the  progress  of  discovery 
in  America,  some  of  them  being  from  printed  sources,  some 
from  manuscripts  iti  European  archives  and  libraries.  They 
contain  many  marginal  notes  by  Doctor  Kohl,  and  were  the 
subject  of  an  elaborate  bibliographical  study  by  Dr.  Justin 
Winsor,  librarian  of  Harvard  College,  published  in  1886. 
As  they  were  not  transferred  to  the  Library  until  July  17, 
1903,  a fuller  account  of  them  may  more  appropriately  be 
deferred  to  my  next  report. 

The  Division  of  Maps  has  frequent  inquiries  concerning 
maps  referred  to  in  Government  documents  as  accompa- 
nying them,  but  which  are  missing  from  the  documents 
as  printed.  The  omission  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that 
down  to  1835  the  maps  themselves  were  seldom  published. 
When  a report  accompanied  by  maps  is  sent  to  the  Senate 
or  House  and  the  text  is  ordered  printed,  but  uot  the  maps, 
the  manuscript  text,  it  appears,  has  been  sent  to  the 
Government  Printing  Office  as  copy,  but  the  manuscript 
maps  have  been  deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
or  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  and  presumably  remain  in  the 
files  of  these  officers.  A full  and  accurate  catalogue  of 
them  and,  even  better,  photographs  of  them,  which  could 
be  deposited  in  our  Division  of  Maps,  would  doubtless 
answer  many  inquiries  and  clear  many  perplexities. 
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The  profit  to  the  Government  and  to  the  inquirer  at  large 
of  centralizing  in  this  well-equipped  Division  all  the  carto- 
graphic sources  which  the  Government  controls  becomes 
more  apparent  as  the  use  of  the  Division  develops.  The 
Division  is  referred  to,  as  a matter  of  course,  in  every 
boundary  dispute  and  in  much  actual  litigation,  as  well 
as  in  inquiries  purely  antiquarian  or  academic,  or  other- 
wise having  no  origin  in  a present  issue.  Every  map,  for 
instance,  which  it  contains,  supposed  to  lx;ar  in  any  way  on 
the  Alaskan  boundary  case,  was  consulted  by  representa- 
tives of  teth  parties.  Of  the  maps  reproduced  in  the  atlases 
accompanying  “The  case  of  the  United  States  before  the 
Tribunal  convened  at  London  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Treaty,  concluded  January  24,  1903,"  19  were  reproduced 
from  originals  in  this  division.  Eighteen  maps  and  twenty- 
seven  atlases  from  the  Division  were  actually  taken  to 
London  to  be  used  in  evidence.  The  calls  upon  the  Division 
include  requests  for  as  many  kinds  of  maps  as  exist,  to 
serve  as  many  purposes  as  may  be  conceived — historical 
maps,  political  maps,  statistical  maps,  insurance  maps,  rail- 
road maps,  physical  maps,  geological  maps,  geographic 
maps,  hydrographic  maps,  war  maps,  county  maps,  city 
maps,  maps  of  waterways,  canals,  barters,  maps  indicating 
the  location  of  submarine  cables  and  ocean  steamship 
routes,  currents  and  winds,  even  road  books  for  the  bicy- 
clist and  the  autoinobilist.  The  requests,  besides  those 
which  may  be  answered  by  the  production  of  a single  map, 
include  many  for  information  which  can  be  given  only  by 
an  elaborate  search  and  much  comparison.

The  Music  Division  has  also  in  its  custody  the  Library’s 
collection  of  literature  illustrating  the  history  and  theory  of 
music.  Inclusive  of  the  accessions  of  the  past  fiscal  year 
(1,825  volumes),  this  collection  now  contains  a total  of 
4,753  volumes. 

The  Library  of  Congress  now  possesses  a good  working 
collection  of  the  literature  on  music  fundamental  to  the  stu- 
dent of  the  history  and  theory  of  music,  and  the  collection 
of  music  is  no  longer  limited  to  that  which  has  come  from 
copyright.  In  order  that  it  should  also  contain  representa- 
tives of  the  best  printed  scores  of  classical  and  standard 
material,  the  works  of  the  classical  composers  have  been 
purchased  in  complete  editions,  so  far  as  they  have  l>een  pub- 
lished; and  those  of  the  more  notable  modern  masters  have 
been  acquired  in  a selection  intended  to  represent  their  com- 
positions in  opera,  oratorio,  cantata,  orchestral,  and  chamber 
music. 

Special  attention  has  also  been  paid  to  early  American 
psalmody,  civil  war  music,  and  to  serial  publications  of  a 
historical  character,  such  as  the  Denkmaler  der  Tonkunst 
in  Oesterreieh.  Finally,  efforts  have  l>een  made  toward  the 
acquisition  of  dramatic  music  in  full  score,  that  the  student 
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may  consult  the  standard  operas  in  their  original  form  and 
at  first  source. 

The  select  list  of  recent  purchases  will  show  to  some  ex- 
tent the  scope  and  character  of  the  accessions. 

The  Music  Division  is  still  weak  in  the  literature  on  music 
published  previous  to  the  nineteenth  century,  in  music 
illustrating  the  formative  periods  of  modern  musical  forms, 
and  in  earl}'  secular  American  music  (eighteenth  century). 
The  acquisition  of  the  latter  depends  mainly  on  chance. 
European  music  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries 
is  still  obtainable  either  in  published  or  manuscript  copies, 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Music  Division  is  preparing  lists  of 
such  material  as  is  required  to  supply  existing  deficiencies 
in  these  lines.

Accessions 


A select  list  of  accessions  of  works  on  Art  and  Archi- 
tecture is  given  in  Part  II,  pp.  163-189. 

A most  important  addition  to  the  collection  of  prints  was 
made  in  the  gift  from  the  French  Government  of  225 
engravings,  selected  by  the  Minister  of  education  from  the 
Chalcographie  du  Louvre.  The  history  of  this  famous 
collection  of  engravings  is  too  well  known  to  require  repe- 
tition, and  its  contributions  to  the  art  of  engraving  for 
three  centuries  form  a notable  example  of  a maintenance  of 
a liigli  standard  of  performance.  The  selection  made 
includes  examples  of  French  engravers  from  1593  to  1900 
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and  is  intended  to  l>e  representative  of  the  best  products  of 
the  institution  in  its  long  and  honorable  history.  The  col- 
lection supplies  to  the  Library  prints  of  engravers  not  hitherto 
represented  in  its  stores,  and  the  courteous  liberality  of  the 
French  Government  deserves  full  recognition.  A card  cata- 
logue of  this  gift  has  been  prepared  in  the  Division  of 
Prints,  and  the  engravings  will  lie  placed  on  public  view 
during  the  winter. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  George  A.  Plimpton,  of 
New  York,  the  Library  has  been  enabled  to  exhibit  a por- 
tion of  his  collection  of  Italian  books  and  manuscripts. 
The  number  of  pieces  lent  for  the  purpose  was  267,  many 
being  included  which  had  not  appeared  in  the  previous 
exhibit  at  the  Grolier  Club  in  New  York.  They  fill  four 
of  the  large  exhibition  cases  on  the  second  floor.  Although 
not  great  in  number,  they  form  a collection  of  very  high 
interest  as  showing  many  of  the  less  known  masterpieces 
of  Italian  literature  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  cen- 
turies, either  in  manuscript  or  in  their  early  issues.  The 
exhibit  grouped  itself  under  Dante,  Petrarch,  Boccaccio, 
Ariosto,  chapbooks,  romances  and  other  writings  of  the 
time.  A complete  catalogue  would  alone  indicate  the  rich- 
ness and  the  significance  of  the  collection.  I must  content 
myself  in  this  reference  to  an  expression  of  appreciation  of 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Plimpton,  which  has  permitted  it  to 
be  so  long  in  our  custody  to  the  gratification  of  thou- 
sands of  visitors  to  the  Library  building.  The  collection 
is  shortly  to  go  to  Wellesley  College,  its  permanent  resting 
place. 

The  general  exhibition  of  rare  books  has  been  rearranged 
and  extended.  The  subjects  covered  are:  “Early  travels 
and  voyages,’’  “Americana,”  “Franklin  publications,” 
“Almanacs,”  “Newspapers,”  “Bibles,”  “Sermons  and 
tracts,  ” “ Incunabula,  ” “ Romances,  ” “ First  editions,  ’ ’ 
“Bindings,”  and  “Orientalia.”  This  arrangement  has 
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been  found  more  satisfactory  to  the  general  public  and  best 
tor  the  use  of  the  student. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  exhibition  of  prints 
during  the  past  year.  The  collection  of  the  works  of  the 
four  great  masters,  Dtirer,  Rembrandt,  Whistler,  and  Haden 
has  been  so  valuable  an  illustration  of  the  progress  of 
the  art  of  etching  and  engraving  that  it  has  been  left 
undisturbed. 

The  models  of  the  Park  Improvement  Commission  have 
continued  to  attract  a great  deal  of  attention. 
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The  law  library  contained  on  June  30,  1903,  94.609 
volumes,  of  which  10,576  volumes  ( foreign  laws)  are  on 
temporary  deposit  in  the  Library  building.  Subtracting 
this  number  from  the  total  as  stated  for  the  year,  the  law 
collection  at  the  Capitol  July  1,  1903,  numbered  84,033. 

The  more  notable  accessions  during  the  year  are  copies 
of  session  laws  filling  gaps  in  the  session  laws  of  Indian 
Territory  and  the  States  of  Georgia,  Indiana,  Maryland, 
and  Massachusetts.  English  colonial  material  has  been 
strengthened  by  British  Columbia  Reports  and  Statutes, 
Acts  of  the  New  Brunswick  General  Assembly,  Nova  Scotia 
Revised  Statutes,  New  South  Wales  Public  Statutes, 
Queensland  Reports  and  Statutes,  Victoria  Acts  of  Council, 
and  the  Annotated  Constitution  of  the  Australian  Common- 
wealth, by  Quick  and  Garran. 

Considerable  as  is  now  the  collection  in  the  law  library,  it 
is  still  mainly  a collection  upon  the  common  law,  and  even 
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in  this  imperfect.  To  the  student  of  Roman  law,  of  civil 
law,  of  canon  law,  of  the  law  of  nations,  of  comparative 
jurisprudence  it  can  offer  but  meager  facilities.  As  to 
public  and  administrative  law  it  is  weak  even  when  supple- 
mented by  the  resources  of  the  general  collection.  To 
strengthen  it  in  all  these  branches  must  be  an  undertaking 
of  the  immediate  future;  for  no  place  so  suitably  as  our 
national  capital,  no  library  so  suitably  as  our  National 
Library,  may  be  the  center  for  the  study  of  them,  and  the 
study  of  them  must  be  an  increasing  interest  of  a people 
which,  coming  last  into  the  field  of  endeavor,  desires  to  scan 
and  to  make  use  of  the  experience  of  others. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  Periodical  Division  has 
handled  in  its  current  work  nearly  400,000  numbers  of  se- 
rials, including  newspapers,  periodicals,  bulletins,  proceed- 
ings, reports  and  transactions  of  societies,  comprising  6,390 
separate  titles,  of  which  968  were  newspapers.  Documents, 
National,  State,  and  municipal,  are  not  included  in  this 
total.  The  sources  of  accessions  are  shown  in  the  following 
comparative  table  covering  four  fiscal  years; 
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A select  list  of  accessions  of  sets  of  periodicals  is  given 
in  Part  II,  pp.  1 31-150. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  separate  titles  during  the 
fiscal  year  is  345.  Gifts,  irregular  in  receipt,  are  not  counted. 
Transfers  include  figures  heretofore  given  under  the  head- 
ings “ Bureau  of  Statistics”  and  “ Bureau  of  American  Re- 
publics.” The  greater  part  of  the  periodicals  received  from 
these  bureaus  last  year  was  a duplication  of  what  the  Library 
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already  possessed  and,  therefore,  not  counted;  the  remain- 
der has  been  included  under  the  general  heading  “ Gifts 
and  transfers".’’  Increases  are  also  noticeable  in  the  number 
of  periodicals  received  through  the  operation  of  the  copyright 
law  and  by  subscription.  The  accessions  by  subscription 
are  composed  of  foreign  weeklies,  monthlies,  and  quarter- 
lies from  all  parts  of  the  world,  embodying  contemporary 
opinion  upon  many  subjects. 

The  apparent  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  material  received 
from  the  Smithsonian  Institution  is  in  the  number  of  titles 
only.  A large  quantity  of  back  numbers  have  been  received, 
completing  volumes  in  sets  not  included  in  the  count  because 
the  numbers  of  the  current  volumes  are  still  retained  at  the 
Institution.  Since  January,  1898,  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion has  deposited  partial  sets  to  the  number  of  3,191.  It 
is  expected  that  these  will  eventually  be  completed. 

In  November  and  December,  1902,  nearly  1,000  copies  of  kl^RRr!,T  SE" 
printed  “want”  and  “duplicate”  lists  of  periodicals  and  completion  0/ 

sets 

serials  of  the  Library  of  Congress  were  sent  to  libraries  of 
the  United  States  and  Europe.  This  measure  resulted  in 
exchange  accounts  being  opened  with  103  libraries.  There 
have  been  sent  to  these  libraries  1,294  volumes  and  7,503 
numbers  of  duplicates,  and  1,772  volumes  and  34,769  num- 
bers have  been  received  in  exchange.  All  of  the  volumes 
and  numbers  received  have  not  been  needed  iti  our  files,  but 
the  surplus  may  be  made  the  basis  for  future  exchanges. 

Replies  have  been  received  from  four  foreign  libraries 
and  exchange  accounts  opened  with  them.  Through  this 
exchange  system  1,425  volumes  (1,027  °f  them  English, 

128  foreign  other  than  English)  have  been  completed  for 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Of  these,  270  volumes  completed 
66  sets. 
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BINDING  AND  REPAIR 

The  number  of  books  bound  during  the  year  shows  a 
notable  increase  over  the  number  handled  in  the  previous 
year,  living  18,614  volumes  in  1903,  against  12,339  vol- 
umes in  1902.  The  number  of  volumes  repaired  fell  from 
1,540  in  1902  to  1,256  in  1903,  indicating  that  the  general 
condition  of  the  books  is  becoming  better  and  the  ravages 
of  past  use  made  good.  Of  repair  of  this  nature  there  will 
always  be  more  or  less,  made  necessary  not  only  by  the 
handling  of  the  books  but  by  the  condition  in  which  pur- 
chases are  received.  In  addition  to  the  above  figures, 
which  cover  only  books,  the  bindery  performs  a large 
amount  of  miscellaneous  work,  such  as  handling  publica- 
tions of  the  Library,  cutting  and  preparing  cards,  making 
tablets,  etc. — work  too  varied  to  lie  summarized.  The 
Division  of  Maps  and  the  Division  of  Manuscripts  each 
does  its  own  repairing,  requiring  a special  quality  of  highly 
skilled  labor.  The  mounting  of  prints  occupies  now  the 
exclusive  time  of  one  employee  from  the  Government  Print- 
ing Office. 

The  effort  is  constant  to  reduce  the  expense  of  binding, 
(1)  by  the  use,  when  practicable,  of  lower-priced  material, 
and  (2)  by  the  reduction  of  the  amount  of  the  lettering  on 
the  back  of  the  volumes.  The  increase  of  26  per  cent  in 
the  output  of  the  Library  bindery  for  the  year  is  attributa- 
ble in  part  to  this  effort  in  simplifying  and  abbreviating  let- 
tering under  approved  rules.  Economy  in  cost  of  material 
is  not  attempted  by  adopting  material  cheap  of  its  class. 
On  the  contrary,  the  more  costly  genuine  goatskin,  now 
used  for  “morocco"  bindings,  has  proved  an  economical 
substitute  for  the  lambskin  imitation  formerly  employed, 
because  of  its  more  durable  quality.  The  aggregate  cost 
of  the  item  of  binding  is  kept  down  by  the  use  of  common 
book  cloths  for  volumes  of  moderate  size  which  receive 
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little  use.  Cloth  thus  employed  is  more  durable  than  most 
leathers  of  modem  tannage.  Where  a better  lettering  sur- 
face than  cloth  is  desirable  the  cheap  and  serviceable  cow- 
hide offers  a substitute. 

Recent  investigations  by  a committee  of  chemists  and 
experts  working  under  the  direction  of  the  Society  of  Arts 
have  thrown  some  doubts  upon  the  wearing  qualities  of 
the  highest  grade  products  made  by  modern  quick-tannage 
processes.  A noted  binder  estimates  thirty  years  as  the 
life  limit  of  most  of  the  current  bindings,  and  this  estimate 
is  probably  not  far  out  of  the  way.  The  number  of  times 
which  the  average  book,  printed  on  the  ordinary  papers, 
may  be  rebound  is  limited,  and  there  is  great  danger  of 
the  gradual  destruction  of  valuable  and  unobtainable  books 
through  rebinding  at  frequent  intervals.  Duck  of  suitable 
quality  seems  to  provide  the  best  insurance  now  known 
against  this  injury,  being  almost  indestructible. 

The  disposition  of  advertisements  in  the  binding  of  serial 
publications  is  a problem  not  yet  satisfactorily  solved.  Four 
courses  appear  open: 

( 1 ) The  advertising  pages  to  be  bound  complete,  either 
at  the  end  of  the  book  or  as  issued. 

(2)  To  be  preserved,  without  rejection  of  any  part,  in 
separate  series,  either  in  a simple  binding,  in  holders,  or 
in  packages. 

(3)  The  advertisements  of  a single  number  of  each 
volume,  or  of  a time  division,  to  be  bound  ( usually  at  the 
back  of  the  book)  with  the  covers,  and  the  rest  to  be 
rejected  as  useless  repetition. 

(4)  A selected  list  of  periodicals  to  stand  as  represen- 
tative of  advertisements,  their  contents  to  be  bound 
intact;  general  periodicals  representing  country  or  place; 
special  and  technical  journals  representing  subject  and 
place. 

Last  April  an  inquiry  was  addressed  to  six  libraries 
mb  1903 4 
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whose  practice  in  this  matter  might  offer  useful  sugges- 
tions. They  were  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  New 
York  State  Library,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  the 
Harvard  University  Library,  the  John  Crerar  Library, 
and  the  Wisconsin  State  Historical  Society  Library. 
The  substance  of  their  responses,  with  some  comments,  are 
embodied  in  a memorandum  from  Mr.  Kimball,  Assistant  in 
charge  of  our  binding,  which  I append  to  this  report 
(Appendix  VI). 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  CATALOGUING 

While  it  is  difficult  to  convey  any  accurate  idea  of  the 
operations  of  the  Catalogue  Division  by  a mere  statistical 
summary  the  following  figures  will  serve  to  indicate  that 
notable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year. 

Ninety-eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  sepa- 
rate volumes  and  pamphlets  were  catalogued.  This  is  an 
increase  of  32,683  over  the  preceding  year. 

There  were  added  to  the  three  main  catalogues  a total  of 
511,242  catalogue  cards.  This  takes  no  note  of  the  many 
thousand  cards  set  aside  and  filed  with  the  various  shelf- 
lists,  author  catalogues  for  the  use  of  the  stacks,  or  the  union 
card  catalogue,  which  now  includes  printed  cards  of  the 
following  libraries:  Harvard  University,  John  Crerar,  New 
York  Public,  Boston  Public,  and  the  library  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

As  in  the  preceding  year,  a large  part  of  the  cataloguing 
force  was  assigned  to  the  reclassification  in  order  that 
this  work  might  be  advanced  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The 
total  number  of  volumes  classified  was  148,075  (not  in- 
cluding 1,740  temporary  transfers),  an  increase  of  63,416 
over  the  year  1901-2.  Of  this  number  110,448  came' 
under  the  new  classification,  lieing  nearly  three  times  the 
number  classified  and  shelflisted  the  year  before,  which 
was  41,832.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  volumes

added  to  sections  as  yet  not  reclassified  has  decreased 
but  slightly,  from  39,055  to  37.707.  This  is  mainly  due 
to  the  large  proportion  of  sets  of  serial  publications  among 
the  acquisitions  of  the  year.  The  total  increase  over 
1 901-2  of  volumes  handled  by  this  division  in  cataloguing 
and  classification  is  therefore  95,099. 

The  past  year  has  demonstrated  more  clearly  the  impor- 
tance of  specialization  in  the  work  of  this  division.  Assign- 
ment of  subject  headings,  classification,  and  the  preparation 
of  answers  to  the  great  variety  of  bibliographical  inquiries 
which  now  reach  the  division,  partly  in  connection  with  the 
distribution  of  printed  cards,  partly  from  general  inquirers, 
present  problems  which  can  be  dealt  with  only  by  a force 
which  includes  specialists  in  each  of  the  larger  groups,  or 
classes  of  knowledge.  Modern  methods  of  research  as  well 
as  the  published  results  of  the  present  day  tend  so  strongly 
toward  specialization  that  a large  reference  library  must 
necessarily  follow  the  same  trend  in  serving  its  constitu- 
ency. In  the  organization  of  the  force  of  the  Catalogue 
Division  particular  attention  has  therefore  been  given  to  a 
recognition  of  this  need. 

The  statistics  of  the  work  of  the  Catalogue  Division 
appear  in  Appendix  IV. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  PRINTED  CATALOGUE  CARDS 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  this  branch  of  the 
work  of  the  Catalogue  Division.  The  report  of  the  Assist- 
ant in  charge  of  the  card  section,  printed  in  Appendix  V, 
shows  that  approximately  one  hundred  libraries  have  been 
added  during  the  fiscal  year  to  the  list  of  subscribers  and 
that  the  sales  have  increased  about  126  per  cent. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  in  the  development  of  the 
work  has  been  the  publication  of  the  Handbook  of  Card 
Distribution,  containing  detailed  instruction  for  ordering 
cards  and  a carefully  graded  price  list  designed  to  make  it 
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practicable  for  the  Library  of  Congress  to  supply  printed 
cards  ordered  by  anyone  for  any  purpose.  Specialists,  com- 
mercial firms,  and  libraries  having  special  collections  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  offered  to  order 
cards  by  subject  for  bibliographical  purposes,  and  this 
feature  of  the  work  bids  fair  to  grow  fully  as  fast  as  that  of 
supplying  cards  for  cataloguing  purposes. 

To  facilitate  the  recataloguing  of  libraries  with  printed 
cards,  traveling  catalogues  have  been  made  up  and  cases 
provided  for  shipping  these  to  libraries.  By  the  use  of 
these  catalogues  libraries  are  enabled  to  order  cards  by 
serial  number  with  the  minimum  expenditure  of  time  and 
effort,  and,  incidentally,  to  obtain  suggestions  as  to  books 
needed  to  strengthen  their  collections.  The  following  trav- 
eling catalogues  are  now  ready  for  use:

USE 

Statistics,  so  for  as  obtainable,  of  the  use  of  the  various 
divisions  of  the  Library  for  two  years  are  now  given.  They 
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do  not  show  the  full  service  now  rendered  by  the  Library’, 
much  less  the  service  which  it  is  in  a position  to  render 
even  in  its  present  condition,  where  arrangement  and  cata- 
loguing are  still  in  process  of  completion.  When  the  col- 
lections have  l>een  finally  classified,  located,  and  catalogued 
their  scope  and  utility  may  be  advertised  more  confidently 
and  attract  a much  larger  constituency.  This  is  an  end 
to  be  sought;  but  as  a research  library  it  must  always 
regard  the  character  rather  than  the  amount  of  its  use  as 
significant.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  readers,  compared  with  last 
year,  was  43,800,  of  whom  23,145  were  Sunday  readers. 

The  decrease  in  the  recorded  number  of  books  issued  to 
readers  in  the  Main  Reading  Room  was  79,788,  compared 
with  last  year.  This  decrease  is  in  part  accounted  for  by  a 
largely  increased  use  of  the  reference  collection  open  to  stu- 
dents, to  a discontinuance  of  enumerating  reserved  books 
day  by  day,  to  greater  access  of  responsible  students  to  the 
shelves,  and  to  the  supply  of  books  by  the  Print,  Music,  and 
Periodical  divisions  formerly  given  out  in  the  reading  room. 
The  opening  of  the  new  building  of  the  Washington  Public 
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Library  would  naturally  have  drawn  away  a number  of 
readers,  particularly  younger  readers,  for  whose  needs  its 
collections  suffice  and  to  whom  its  location  is  more  convenient; 
but  it  will  be  uoticed  that  the  number  of  readers  at  the 
Library  of  Congress  actually  increased  during  the  year. 

Over  45  per  cent  of  the  books  supplied  to  readers  in  the 
Main  Reading  Room  related  to  history,  biography,  science, 
belles-lettres,  and  political  science.  Fiction  formed  £3  per 
cent. 

While  these  figures  will  convey  some  idea  of  the  immedi-  <°  »■- 

qu  tries  by  letter 

ate  relations  of  the  Library  to  the  reading  public,  they  do 
not  even  indicate  a sphere  of  usefulness  which  is  constantly 
increasing.  Questions  are  sent  to  it  from  every'  part  of  the 
country  asking  for  information  on  topics  of  the  day,  on 
bibliography,  and  on  its  stores  of  printed  and  manuscript 
material.  The  task  of  replying  to  these  inquiries  is  divided 
among  the  different  divisions  of  the  Library'  according  to 
their  specialties  or  facilities  for  replying;  but  it  would  be 
impossible  to  give  such  an  account  of  this  important  function 
of  the  Library'  as  would  give  proper  credit  to  the  labor 
imposed  upon  each  division.  Examples  of  the  questions 
asked  were  given  in  my  last  report. 

By  the  appropriation  act  for  the  last  fiscal  year  Congress  8ckday  OPEN- 
ING 

provided  for  the  opening  of  the  Library  on  Sunday;:  from 
2 p.  in.  to  10  p.  in.  The  first  Sunday  to  which  the  act  was 
applied  was  September  14,  1902.  The  service  as  first 
organized  consisted  of  (1)  general  administration,  with  the 
Chief  Bibliographer,  who  has  been  present  to  aid  in  special 
research;  (2)  the  Main  Reading  Room;  (3)  the  Periodical 
Reading  Room;  (4)  the  Division  of  Music,  and  (5)  the  Mail 
and  Supply  Division.  The  Smithsonian  Deposit  was  added 
on  January  25,  1903,  and  the  Division  of  Prints  on  April 
5.  *903- 

The  results  of  the  Sunday  opening,  though  fully  within 
the  expectations  of  the  officials  of  the  Library,  were  beyond 
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what  they  had  ventured  to  predict.  The  number  of  visitors 
to  the  Library  on  the  forty-two  Sundays  from  and  including 
September  14,  1902,  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30, 
1903,  amounted  to  136,835,  an  average  for  each  Sunday 
of  3,258. 

The  total  number  of  readers  in  the  Main  Reading  Room 
on  Sundays  amounted  to  23, 145,  an  average  for  each  Sunday 
of  551,  which  was  larger  than  the  daily  average  (439)  of 
the  secular  days  of  the  year.  The  total  number  of  books 
supplied  on  Sundays  amounted  to  43,763,  an  average  for 
each  Sunday  of  1,042  (the  daily  average  for  the  secular 
days  of  the  year  was  958).  The  largest  number  of  readers 
on  any  one  day  during  the  year  was  902,  this  being  attained 
on  Sunday,  January  18,  1903.  The  greatest  number  of 
books  issued  in  any  one  day  of  the  year  was  2,237.  on 
Sunday,  March  8,  1903. 

With  reference  to  these  statistics  the  difference  in  length 
between  the  Library  day  Sundays  and  secular  days  should 
be  considered.  The  library  day  on  Sundays  is  but  eight 
hours,  from  2 p.  m.  to  10  p.  in. ; on  secular  days  it  is 
thirteen  hours,  from  9 a.  m.  to  10  p.  m. 

An  analysis  of  the  classes  of  books  called  for  in  the 
Main  Reading  Room  shows  that  the  readers  in  search  of 
serious  knowledge  were  largely  predominant.  History, 
biography,  science,  belles-lettres,  the  useful  arts,  the  fine  arts, 
political  science,  sociology,  theology,  philosophy,  and  law 
formed  65  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  books  supplied. 

In  the  Periodical  Reading  Room  the  average  attendance 
on  forty-one  of  the  forty-two  Sundays  has  been  estimated 
to  have  been  greater  than  the  average  attendance  on  any 
single  secular  day  of  the  year.  The  use  of  technical  jour- 
nals has  been  very  marked. 

The  statistics  of  the  other  divisions  composing  the  Sunday 
sendee  are  no  less  instructive,  particularly  those  of  the 
Division  of  Prints.  This  division  was  open  but  thirteen 
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Sundays  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1903,  but  on  each 
of  these  days  the  attendance  was  far  greater  than  on  any 
single  secular  day  of  the  year.  The  character  of  the  books 
supplied  to  readers  indicates  a larger  proportion  of  students 
and  other  readers  engaged  in  serious  research. 

For  the  coming  vear  the  appropriation  has  been  so  °pi:N,x'-  ON

during  the  3*ear  b>r  the  gift  of  53  volumes  and  the  purchase 
of  4.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1902  were  18  volumes 
by  gift  and  115  by  purchase.  The  larger  number  of  gifts 
is  in  part  explained  by  the  use  of  the  fund  given  to  the 
Library  in  1902  by  Mrs.  McManes  and  Mrs.  Colfelt,  of 
Philadelphia.  Eighteen  volumes  in  the  New  York  system 
of  finger-point  have  been  obtained  through  this  gift,  and  a 
small  balance  for  further  acquisitions  still  remains.  The 
growth  of  the  various  collections  reserved  for  use  in  this 
reading  room  was  as  follows:

Eleven  persons  have  contributed  $70.90  for  street  car 
tickets  to  enable  blind  persons  to  attend  the  readings  and 
musicals. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  162  readings  given  by

musicians. 

The  total  attendance  of  blind  and  seeing  at  the  readings 
and  musicals  reached  8,585,  the  total  number  of  visitors  to 
the  room  was  22,177. 

COPYRIGHTS 

The  report  of  the  Register  of  Copyrights  is  as  usual 
appended  in  full  (Appendix  II).  It  contains  the  usual  con- 
cise summaries  of  copyright  receipts  and  the  copyright  busi- 
ness accomplished,  illustrated  by  tables  exhibiting  in  detail 
the  fees,  entries  made,  articles  deposited,  etc.,  with  a state- 
ment of  the  actual  condition  of  the  work  of  the  office  up  to 
the  date  of  the  report.  It  renews  the  recommendation  for  a 
commission  to  revise  and  to  codify  the  copyright  laws,  and  it 
adds  in  a supplementary  section  ( Part  III)a  statement  worthy 
of  consideration  as  to  the  textual  discrepancies  of  the  present 
statutes  and  the  contradictory  provisions  which  result  there- 
from, and  which  are  not  merely  a perplexity  to  authors, 
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publishers,  and  their  legal  advisers,  but  a practical  difficulty 
in  the  administration  of  the  Copyright  Office.  The  pro- 
visions of  our  laws  are  analyzed  as  to  the  subject-matter  of 
copyright,  the  term  of  copyright  protection  and  the  copy- 
right beneficiaries;  and  comparisons  are  made  with  the 
corresponding  provisions  of  the  copyright  laws  of  other 
countries.  The  formalities  required  by  our  laws  are  spe- 
cially dwelt  upon,  the  entire  copyright  legislation  l>eing 
analyzed  to  show  the  genesis  and  development  of  the  statu- 
tory formalities  which  have  become  conditions  precedent  to 
copyright  protection — the  purpose  of  this  restrospect  being 
to  raise  the  question  whether  valuable  property  rights  should 
thus  depend  upon  exact  compliance  with  formalities  which 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  equitable  rights  involved. 

The  report  includes  also  some  treatment  of  the  subject  of 
international  copyright  and  of  copyright  in  the  new  depend- 
encies of  the  United  States,  and  it  contains  as  appendices  to 
the  main  text  ( 1 ) a list  of  the  public  copyright  laws  of  the 
United  States  (1783-1903),  with  notations  of  modifications, 
amendments,  and  repeals;  (2)  an  arrangement  of  the  text 
of  title  60,  chapter  3 of  the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to 
copyright  to  show  all  modifications  by  subsequent  copy- 
right legislation,  bringing  out  the  principal  discrepancies, 
etc.;  this  last  being  printed  in  parallel  columns;  (3)  a list 
of  the  foreign  copyright  laws  in  force,  with  citations  to 
printed  texts. 

Deeming  this  analysis,  comparison,  and  retrospect  of 
indispensable  importance  to  the  consideration  of  any  new 
copyright  legislation  or  of  any  revision  or  codification  of  the 
present  law,  I have  thought  that  it  should  be  printed  in  full 
as  an  accompaniment  to  the  report  for  this  year,  with  the 
expectation  that  it  will  also  lie  issued  later  as  a separate.

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LETTER  TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  TREASURY  IX  EXPLANATION  OF 
THE  ESTIMATES  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  1905 

[Statements  in  italics  added  for  information  of  committee.] 

The  Library  of  Congress, 

Washington , October  1 , 1903. 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  estimates  of 
the  appropriations  in  my  judgment  requisite  for  the  Libiary 
of  Congress  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1905. 

Except  as  noted  below,  the  amounts  asked  for  are  pre- 
cisely the  same  as  those  appropriated  for  the  present  fiscal 
year.  Except  also  as  specially  noted  below,  the  few  increases 
asked  for  were  included  in  my  estimates  for  the  present  year 
and,  in  most  cases,  in  my  estimates  for  several  years  past.

The  increase  of  force  asked  for  in  the  Library  proper 
consists  only  of  two  assistants,  both  of  whom  were  requested 
for  the  present  year.

Six  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars"  in  place  of  $4,900 — 
an  increase  of  $1,900.  The  cost  of  this  service  is  reimbursed 
to  the  Government  by  the  subscriptions  for  the  cards  sold. 
The  volume  of  the  business  is  increasing  progressively  ; but 
the  iucrea.se  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  will,  for  several  rea- 
sons which  I shall  explain  to  the  committee,  be  more  than 
proportional  to  the  present  rate  of  increase. 

INDEX  TO  COMPARATIVE  LEGISLATION 

For  services  during  the  fiscal  year  1905  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  preparing  an  Index  to  Comparative  Legislation, 
including  also  subscriptions  to  and  purchase  of  publications  and 
other  necessary  material,  and  for  traveling  expenses,  transpor- 
tation, stationer)-,  postage,  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred 
therein,  #28,000. 

The  above  item  was  in  my  estimates  for  the  present  year. 
I repeat  it  out  of  consideration  for  the  importance  of  the 
project  and  the  interest  which  has  been  expressed  in  it,  both 
in  and  out  of  Congress. 

INCREASE  OK  LIBRARY 

One  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  place  of  $90,000 — a 
repetition  of  my  recommendations  during  the  past  three 
years,  and  the  minimum  sum  needed  for  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  the  Library  at  its  present  stage  under  existing  con- 
ditions. ( Granted  by  Senate  at  last  session.)

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REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTER  OF  COPYRIGHTS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR 

1902-3 

Washington,  D.  C ..July 3,  ipoj 

The  copyright  business  and  the  work  of  the  Copyright 
Office  for  the  fiscal  year  from  July  1,  1902,  to  June  30, 
1903,  inclusive,  are  summarized  as  follows: 

RECEIPTS 

The  gross  receipts  during  the  year  were  $7 1,533.91  • A 
balance  of  $1,217.40,  representing  trust  funds  and  unfin- 
ished business,  was  on  hand  July  1,  1902,  making  a total  of 
$72,751.31  to  l>e  accounted  for.  Of  this  amount  $2, 184.97 
was  refunded,  having  been  sent  to  the  Copyright  Office  as 
excess  fees,  or  as  fees  for  articles  not  registrable,  leaving  a 
net  balance  of  $70,566.34.  The  balance  carried  over  July 
1,  1903,  was  $1,691.84  (representing  trust  funds,  $1,201.76, 
and  total  unfinished  business  since  July  1,  1897 — six  years — 
$490.08),  leaving  for  fees  applied  during  the  fiscal  year 
1902-3,  $68,874.50. 

EXPENDITURES 

Of  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress  for  salaries  in 
the  Copyright  Office  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1903  ($65,520),  the  amount  used  was  $65,478.80,  and,  in 
addition,  $1,230,  the  special  appropriation  to  cover  increased 
salaries  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  1903,  making 
a total  expenditure  for  salaries  of  $66,708.80,  or  $2,165.70 
less  than  the  net  amount  of  fees  earned  and  paid  into  the 
Treasury.  The  expenditure  for  supplies,  stationery,  post- 
age on  foreign  mail  matter,  and  other  articles  except 
furniture,  was  $870.28.  The  necessary  furniture  is  paid  for 
out  of  a special  appropriation,  and  the  cost  of  the  record 
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books,  bulletins,  and  other  printed  matter  is  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  printing.  The  figures  for  these  expendi- 
tures are  not  available. 

The  copyright  fees  received  and  paid  into  the  United  Copyright /us 
States  Treasury  during  the  last  six  fiscal  years,  from  July  1, 

1897,  to  June  30,  1903,  amount  to  $376,648.50,  while  the 
sum  used  of  the  appropriations  for  salaries  during  that 
period  was  $282,665.06,  leaving  an  excess  of  fees  over  appro- 
priations used  for  service  for  the  six  years  of  $93,983.44. 

During  these  same  six  years  the  articles  received  as  depos-  copyright  ttr- 
its  amount  to  a grand  total  of  884,541  pieces,  including  two/>',,',J 
copies  each  of  41,955  books  and  pamphlets,  31,552  leaflets, 

38,983  periodical  contributions,  3,895  dramatic  compositions, 

96,424  separate  numbers  of  periodicals,  111,504  musical 
compositions,  9,213  maps  and  charts,  27,074  engravings, 
cuts,  and  prints,  8,635  chromos  and  lithographs,  66,326 
photographs,  and  389  miscellaneous  articles.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  12,641  photographs  were  deposited  to  identify 
the  same  number  of  original  works  of  art — paintings,  draw- 
ings. and  statuary — of  which  the  descriptions  had  been 
filed.  Many  of  these  articles  are  of  considerable  value. 

COPYRIGHT  ENTRIES  AND  FEES 

The  entries  of  titles  for  the  fiscal  year  reached  the  highest 
number  in  the  history  of  the  Copyright  Office,  namely, 

97.979.  Of  these  entries  88,680  were  titles  of  the  produc- 
tions of  persons  (citizens  or  residents)  of  the  United  States 
and  9,299  were  titles  of  works  by  foreigners.  The  fees  for 
these  entries  were:  United  States.  $44,340:  foreign,  $9,299; 
or  a total  of  $53,639. 

Of  the  foreign  entries  2,513  were  with  certificates,  and  of 
the  United  States  entries  23,210;  or  a total  of  25,723  certifi- 
cates at  fees  amounting  to  $12,861.50.  In  addition,  3,123 
copies  of  record  were  furnished  for  $1,561.50  in  fees;  assign- 
ments to  the  number  of  658  were  recorded  and  certified  at  a 
charge  of  $770,  and  search  fees  charged  to  the  amount  of 
$42.50.  The  details  of  the  Copyright  Office  business  and 
applied  fees  are  set  out  in  Exhibits  A,  B,  and  C. 

The  number  of  entries  in  each  class  from  July  1,  1902,  to 
June  30,  1903,  as  compared  with  the  number  of  entries 
made  in  the  previous  fiscal  year,  is  seen  in  Exhibit  F. 
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COPYRIGHT  DEPOSITS 

The  various  articles  deposited  in  compliance  with  the 
copyright  law,  which  have  been  receipted  for,  stamped, 
credited,  indexed,  and  catalogued  during  the  fiscal  year, 
amount  to  177,519.  This  is  a gain  of  7.793  over  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year.  The  number  of  these  articles  in  each 
class  for  the  last  six  fiscal  years  is  shown  in  Exhibit  G,  and 
indicates  a grand  total  of  884,541  articles  received  in  the  six 
years. 

COPYRIGHT  CATALOGUE  AND  INDEX 

The  usual  four  quarterly  volumes  of  the  Catalogue  of 
Title  Entries  were  printed,  but,  although  containing  more 
entries  than  the  four  volumes  for  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
the  number  of  printed  pages  is  less  (5,619),  owing  to  the 
careful  method  of  condensation  used  in  making  the  required 
statements  of  name  of  claimant,  date,  number  of  entry,  etc. 

The  title  index  cards  for  the  fiscal  year  number  154,985. 
After  having  been  first  used  as  the  copy  for  the  printed 
catalogue  required  to  be  produced  weekly  by  the  act  of 
Congress  of  March  3,  1891  (Fifty-first  Congress,  second 
session,  chapter  565),  these  cards  are  added  to  the  perma- 
nent card  indexes  of  the  copyright  entries  which  now 
number  a total  of  972,650  cards.

CONDITION  OF  COPYRIGHT  OFFICE  WORK 

( a ) Current  -cork 

The  current  work  of  the  Copyright  Office  is  now  kept  as 
nearly  up  to  date  as  is  possible  in  an  office  where  the  daily 
business  is  so  fluctuating.  During  the  year  the  title  regis- 
trations have  varied  from  98  in  one  day  to  3,427  on  another 
day.  A clerical  force  large  enough  to  clear  off  immediately 
the  applications  received  on  exceptionally  large  days  would 
be  idle  during  the  days  when  a small  number  of  applica- 
tions were  received.  Owing  to  this  fluctuation  in  the  num*

ber  of  applications  ( a matter  over  which  the  office  has  no 
control)  a system  of  administration  has  been  found  neces- 
sary that  will  admit  of  an  immediate  shifting  of  clerical 
force  to  any  congested  spot,  so  that  there  can  be  a prompt 
clearing  up  of  the  accumulated  business.  It  is  greatly  to 
be  desired  that  promptness  and  dispatch  should  be  exercised 
everywhere,  so  that  there  shall  be  the  least  inconvenience  to 
any  one  interested.  But  somewhere  it  must  lie  arranged, 
with  a view  to  reasonable  economy,  that  the  accumulation 
be  rationally  and  systematically  dealt  with  while  not  block- 
ing the  flow  of  daily  incoming  business.  The  immediate 
acknowledgment  of  applications  and  fees  is  very  desirable, 
and  the  recording  and  daily  balancing  and  accounting  for 
the  latter  imperative.  The  prompt  classification,  dating,  and 
numbering  of  all  the  titles  are  required  to  keep  up  a steady 
flow  of  work,  and  immediate  indexing  is  also  necessary,  in 
order  to  answer  correctly  the  daily  inquiries,  while  such 
entries  as  call  for  certificates  (about  one-fourth  of  the 
whole)  must  be  promptly  recorded  to  enable  the  early 
dispatch  of  these  documents. 

bt  It  is  in  the  marking,  recording,  and  revising  of  the  non- 
certificate entries  (about  75,000  annually)  that  the  normal 
regulator  is  found  for  the  fluctuating  applications.  During 
any  period  of  exceptionally  large  receipts  of  titles,  the 
recording  division  necessarily  has  an  accumulation  of  work. 
The  material  must  be  so  handled  that  immediate  entry  can 
be  made  of  any  one  or  more  titles  should  occasion  arise, 
while  the  remaining  accumulation  is  gradually  and  system- 
atically overtaken,  the  average  daily  output  being  such  as 
would  accomplish  the  total  annual  amount  within  the  year. 

At  this  date  (July  3,  1903)  the  remittances  received  up  to 
the  third  mail  of  to-day  have  been  recorded  and  acknowl- 
edged. The  account  books  of  the  bookkeeping  division  are 
written  up  and  posted  to  June  30,  and  the  accounts  rendered 
to  the  Treasury  Department  are  settled  up  to  and  including 
the  month  of  June,  while  earned  fees  to  June  30,  inclusive, 
have  been  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

All  copyright  applications  received  up  to  and  including 
July  2 have  been  passed  upon,  and  refunds  made.  The 
total  unfinished  business  for  the  full  six  years  from  July  1, 
1897,  to  June  30,  1903,  amounts  to  but  $490.08. 
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Titles  for  record  in  Classes  A and  C (books  and  music)  T‘"'s ,ecor<ltd 
have  been  dated,  classified,  and  numbered  to  July  1,  and  all 
other  classes  to  July  2.  All  titles  recorded  are  indexed  up  > 

to  July  1,  except  Class  A (books)  which  are  indexed  to  June 
30.  The  articles  deposited  are  stamped,  catalogued,  and 
credited  up  to  the  receipts  of  June  27  of  Class  A (books), 
excepting  483  pamphlets:  June  27  of  Classes  F (engravings), 

G (chromos  and  lithographs),  H (photographs),  and  I 
(original  works  of  art);  while  Class  C (music)  and  Class  E 
(maps  and  charts)  are  credited  to  June  30,  and  Class  B 
(periodicals)  to  July  2,  and  Class  D (dramatic  compositions) 
to  July  1 . The  Catalogue  of  Title  Entries  has  been  brought 
forward  to  No.  626  of  July  2,  1903. 

The  certificate  and  non-certificate  entries  (all  classes) 
have  been  recorded  to  June  30,  inclusive,  and  certificates  to 
the  same  date  made,  revised,  and  mailed.  In  addition  254 
of  the  July  entries  have  been  recorded,  while  the  total  entries 
still  requiring  to  be  recorded  up  to  4 p.tn.,  July  3,  number 
691. 

At  the  close  of  this  day,  July  3,  there  are  on  hand  96  Correspondent 
letters  requiring  to  lie  answered.  The  letters  of  inquiry 
received  during  the  year  amounted  to  28,438,  while  35,016 
letters  contained  remittances;  and  the  post  cards  and  pack- 
ages numbered  10,002,  or  a total  of  73,456.  The  remittances 
were:  Money  orders,  21,675;  express  orders,  1,350;  drafts, 

528;  checks,  3,799;  and  letters  containing  coin  or  currency 
to  the  number  of  7,664. 

The  mail  matter  dispatched  during  the  year  was  as  fol- 
lows: Dictated  letters,  16,748;  circular  letters,  8,135;  dic- 
tated post  cards,  2,065;  formal  acknowledgments,  57,471: 
parcels  of  certificates,  17,539;  packages  of  application  forms, 

13,315;  miscellaneous  packages  and  receipts  for  deposits, 

5,976,  ora  total  of  121,249. 

(3)  Copyright  business  prior  to  July  /,  1S9J 

Congress,  in  the  appropriation  act  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
closed,  continued  the  special  force  of  three  clerks,  a porter, 
and  a messenger  boy  for  work  on  the  arrears  of  Copyright 
Office  business  prior  to  July  1,  1897.  The  examination  and 
arrangement  of  the  mass  of  deposits  has  been  continued. 
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About  one-half  of  the  collection  of  music,  numbering  more 
than  a quarter  of  a million  pieces,  has  been  gone  over  and 
61,904  credited  musical  compositions  segregated  and  arranged 
by  years  of  deposit,  while  52,903  pieces  of  uncredited  music 
have  been  arranged  under  the  names  of  the  copyright 
claimants. 

Credited  articles  to  the  number  of  12,058  (books,  maps, 
photographs,  engravings,  etc.)  have  been  properly  filed 
away  under  year  and  number,  while  out  of  the  uncredited 
mass  64,377  articles  have  been  alphabetized,  or  otherwise 
properly  arranged,  including  3,400  books,  42,215  pamphlets, 
16,249  periodical  numbers,  1,976  photographs  and  engrav- 
ings, and  537  miscellaneous  articles.  The  laborious  and 
necessarily  slow  work  of  carefully  examining  the  indexes 
and  records  in  order  to  indentify  the  deposits  and  credit 
them  has  been  completed  for  4,91 1 articles,  resulting  in  the 
crediting  and  filing  away  of  3,943  articles.  In  the  case  of 
968  deposited  articles  this  careful  and  exhaustive  examina- 
tion demonstrated  that  identification  and  credit  could  not 
l)e  made,  and  they  were  forwarded  for  distribution  to  the 
shelves  of  the  Library,  proper  index  cards,  etc.,  having 
been  made  to  show  how  the  articles  were  disposed  of. 

COPYRIGHT  LEGISLATION 

In  my  last  two  annual  reports  I have  urged  the  need  for  a 
revision  of  the  copyright  laws,  and  have  suggested  the  recom- 
mendation to  Congress  of  the  appointment  of  a competent 
copyright  commission.  The  time  would  seem  to  have 
arrived  for  dealing  with  this  subject  as  a whole,  not  attempt- 
ing further  merely  partial  or  temporizing  legislation.  The 
interests  of  many  classes  and  a large  number  of  people  are 
affected  by  copyright  legislation.  These  interests  are  not 
always  identical.  A full  and  fair  consideration  of  the  claims 
of  all  interested  parties  is  demanded. 

Our  present  copyright  system  is  a highly  technical  one, 
largely  due  to  its  uneven  development  by  means  of  many 
separate  enactments  dealing  with  particular  matters,  or 
framed  to  meet  special  exigencies.  Valuable  rights  have 
thus  come  to  depend  upon  exact  compliance  with  statutory 
formalities  which  have  in  reality  nothing  to  do  with  the 
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equitable  rights  involved.  Our  courts  have  felt  called  upon 
to  construe  the  copyright  statutes  with  great  strictness,  with 
the  result  that  the  defense  of  literary  or  artistic  property 
against  infringement  may  be  rendered  defective  by  reason 
of  failure  to  have  fully  complied  with  purely  arbitrary 
requirements.  A late  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  is  to  the  effect  that  copyright  was  lost  upon 
the  books  of  two  of  America’s  most  venerated  authors  by 
reason  of  variances  in  the  printed  notices  of  copyright  and 
inability  to  prove  the  deposit  of  copies  of  the  periodical  origi- 
nally containing  the  works  in  question,  a characteristic 
illustration  of  the  failure  to  secure  to  the  author  or  his 
family  that  certain  compensation  for  valuable  literary  pro- 
duction which  was  intended  by  the  Federal  legislature. 

Our  present  copyright  laws  are  inadequate,  failing  to  give 
the  protection  required;  contradictory  and  confused,  leading 
to  misapprehension  and  misunderstanding,  and  in  some 
directions  are  open  to  abuses.  Before  the  opening  of  the 
next  session  I desire  to  submit  a special  and  detailed  report 
upon  copyright  legislation,  in  the  hope  that  Congress  will 
be  willing  to  give  this  subject  the  prompt  attention  which 
its  importance  demands.

REPORT  OF  THE  CARD  SECTION  OF  THE  CATALOGUE  DIVISION 

Washington,  D.  C June  jo,  1903 

Sir:  I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Card  Section  of  the  Catalogue  Division  for  the  fiscal  year 
1902-3,  covering  the  work  of  the  section  for  the  twelve 
months  July  1,  1902,  to  June  30,  1903. 

The  report  of  this  section  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1903,  was  extended  to  cover  the  first  twelve  months  of 
the  card  distribution  work,  viz,  November,  1901,  to  October, 
1902.  It  has  seemed  best  to  make  this  report  coextensive 
with  the  fiscal  year.  Consequently  the  present  report  dupli- 
cates to  some  extent  the  statistics  and  statements  contained 
in  last  year's  report,  so  far  as  these  concern  the  months  July 
to  October,  1902. 

SUBSCRIBERS  TO  THE  CARDS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  1 79  libraries  and  indi- 
viduals had  subscribed  to  the  printed  catalogue  cards  of  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Since  that  date  102  names  have  been 
added  to  the  list,  bringing  the  total  up  to  281. 

No  library  has  as  yet  formally  withdrawn  its  subscription 
or  asked  to  have  its  deposit  refunded.  Fifteen  libraries  on 
the  list  have  not  ordered  cards  during  the  year.  Informa- 
tion has  been  received  from  the  librarians  of  some  of  these 
that  they  have  discontinued  orders  for  some  temporary 
reason  and  will  resume  later.

The  above  figures  indicate  the  relative  importance  of 
different  methods  of  ordering  cards.  The  traveling  cata- 
logues have  proved  to  be  an  efficient  means  of  ordering 
cards  for  recataloguitig  purposes,  whenever  the  library 
making  use  of  the  traveling  catalogue  has  a collection 
which  is  in  size  a respectable  fraction  of  the  one  covered  by 
the  catalogue.  Orders  by  subject  have  increased  rapidly 
during  the  year  in  number  and  variety  and  cover  topics  of 
various  sizes,  from  ‘ ‘ Precious  stones  ” to  “ American  history 
and  biography.”  The  proof  sheets  continue  to  be  the 
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favorite  method  of  ordering  cards  by  serial  number.  Four 
libraries  have  discontinued  their  subscription  to  cards  cur- 
rently appearing;  9 libraries  continue  to  use  this  means  of 
ordering  with  apparent  success.  The  Catalogue  of  Copy- 
right Entries  seems  to  have  proved  to  be  an  unsatisfactory 
means  of  ordering  by  serial  number;  apparently  nothing 
short  of  a cumulative  index  would  make  it  satisfactory  for 
this  purpose.  Ordering  by  author  and  title  continues  to 
be  the  favorite  method  with  the  smaller  libraries,  and  most 
of  the  larger  ones  continue  to  use  it  in  connection  with 
orders  by  serial  number.  As  stated  under  another  head, 
libraries  are  learning  to  use  this  method  with  greater 
facility.  Apparently  nothing  can  supersede  it  except  the 
printing  or  stamping  of  the  serial  number  in  the  book  itself. 

THE  STOCK  OF  CARDS 

The  number  of  different  cards  now  in  stock  approxi- 
mates closely  to  110,000.  During  the  year  the  regular 
number  of  copies  of  each  new  card  printed  has  been  kept  at 
too,  but  extra  copies  in  multiples  of  100  have  been  asked 
for  with  increasing  frequency.  It  is  now  possible  to  decide 
in  advance  with  a high  degree  of  accuracy  the  titles  for 
which  additional  cards  will  be  needed  in  the  near  future. 
But  it  seems  impossible  to  determine  the  number  which 
will  satisfy  the  ultimate  demand. 

The  stock  of  cards  in  the  earlier  copyright  series  and  in 
the  first  7,000  numbers  of  the  1901  series  is  being  seriously 
depleted  by  the  removal  of  cards  to  complete  the  depository 
sets.  In  the  case  of  about  5,000  titles  the  cards  had  to  be 
reprinted  in  order  to  supply  the  requisite  number  of  sets. 
But  there  will  remain  from  15,000  to  20,000  titles  for 
which  the  stock  of  cards  is  very  limited,  varying  from  1 to 
10  cards. 

The  average  of  cards  supplied  to  titles  submitted  in  or- 
ders has  increased.  About  90  per  cent  of  the  cards  called 
for  by  orders  received  from  public  libraries,  which  are 
strictly  within  the  scope  of  the  stock,  can  be  furnished  at 
once.  And  5 per  cent  additional  can  lie  furnished  within 
two  weeks. 
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About  50,000  additional  guides  have  been  inserted  in  the 
stock.  Throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  stock  the  serial 
number  of  each  card  is  now  indicated  by  a guide. 

About  one-tenth  of  the  stock  has  been  installed  in  final 
form  in  the  steel  cases. 

ADDITIONAL  CATALOGUES  PROVIDED 

The  arrangement  is  now  completed  of  a set  of  all  the 
printed  cards  now  in  stock  which  contain  a series  note. 
The  catalogue  contains  approximately  12,000  cards.  As 
our  present  stock  of  cards  is  about  110,000,  the  conclusion 
may  be  drawn  that  about  one  book  in  every  nine  catalogued 
is  published  in  series.  This  catalogue  is  expected  to  greatly 
facilitate  the  filling  of  orders  for  cards  in  series,  and  to 
thereby  relieve  small  libraries  from  the  necessity  of  making 
out  author  and  title  slips  for  a considerable  fraction  of  the 
cards  which  they  will  order. 

During  the  year  the  following  traveling  catalogues  have 
been  made  up  or  completed:  Main  traveling  catalogue, 
about  110,000  cards;  American  history’,  about  30,000  cards; 
bibliography,  about  5,000  cards;  English  history,  about 
5,500  cards;  law,  about  2,000  cards;  civil  war,  about  2,000 
cards;  Government  documents,  about  2,000  cards. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  METHOD  OF  DISTRIBUTION 

I note  progress  in  the  following  as  regards  the  distribu- 
tion of  cards: 

1 . It  has  been  found  that  utility  and  economy  may  be 
promoted  by  omitting  entirely  the  printed  form  from  the 
slips  used  by  libraries  for  author  and  title  orders.  The 
printed  form  obscures  the  matter,  and  libraries  which  order 
cards  week  after  week  do  not  need  the  form  to  insure  uni- 
formity’. Cheap  manila  slips  are  also  being  substituted  for 
regular  catalogue  card  stock. 

2.  The  difficulty  caused  byr  variation  in  edition,  while  it 
can  not  be  entirely  overcome,  has  been  mitigated  by  further 
analysis  and  discussion  of  the  matter.  Librarians  have  come 
to  see  that  it  is  not  a serious  matter  after  all,  if  the  date  on 
the  card  is  not  the  same  as  that  on  the  reprint  of  the  work. 
It  can  easily'  be  changed,  but  if  left  unchanged  gives  a more 
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correct  idea  of  the  real  date  of  the  book.  They  are  coming 
to  see  that  it  makes  no  special  difference  if  the  names  of  the 
English  and  American  publishers  of  an  imported  book  are 
reversed  on  the  card.  Libraries  which  will  at  first  accept 
no  variation  at  all  usually  end  by  accepting  variations  at 
several  points. 

3.  “Week  numbers,”  which  have  been  used  from  the 
first  on  slips  which  were  being  held  for  libraries  until  cards 
could  be  made,  are  now  being  applied  to  slips  which  are 
being  held  by  the  Card  Section  on  its  own  account,  repre- 
senting books  already  received  but  still  in  process  of  cata- 
loguing and  accessioning.  Eighteen  months  trial  seems  to 
have  demonstrated  the  fact  that  delays  and  errors  in  the 
process,  between  the  time  a book  enters  the  library  and  the 
time  the  printed  card  is  correctly  filed  in  the  author  cata- 
logue of  the  Card  Section,  are  so  numerous  that,  in  order  to 
furnish  cards  with  reasonable  regularity  and  promptness, 
some  check  must  be  applied.  This  extension  in  the  use  of 
week  numbers  has  been  made  too  recently  to  enable  me 
to  report  on  its  efficiency  as  a means  of  correcting  the 
above-named  difficulty. 

IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  USE  OF  THE  CARDS 

Improvements  are  noticeable  also  in  the  method  of  using 
the  cards.  These  improvements  are  likewise  in  the  direc- 
tion of  economy  and  simplicity.  Instead  of  trying  to 
correct  and  change  the  cards  so  that  they  will  correspond 
in  all  details  to  their  style  of  manuscript  cataloguing, 
libraries  now  seem  inclined  to  make  only  the  changes  that 
are  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  adapt  the  card  to  the 
kind  of  catalogue  required.  It  has  been  found  unnecessary 
to  erase  the  extraneous  matter  at  the  bottom  of  the  card 
because  experience  has  demonstrated  that  such  matter  does 
not  confuse  the  user  of  the  catalogue.  Instead  of  repeating 
the  title  of  analyticals,  it  has  been  found  satisfactory  to 
underscore  them  as  they  stand  on  the  card.  In  the  case  of 
analyticals  for  items  on  continued  cards,  it  has  been  found 
better  to  use  only  the  card  containing  the  item  instead  of 
all  the  cards.  When  the  cards  are  thus  used,  some  libraries 
have  decided  that  it  is  unnecessary  even  to  erase  the  “ Con- 
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tinued  on  next  card,"  “Card  2,“  etc.,  inasmuch  as  the 
user  of  the  catalogue  will  soon  learn  that  catalogue  cards, 
like  other  objects  which  are  sometimes  numbered  and  used 
together  for  one  purpose,  may  for  another  purpose  be  used 
separately  without  change  of  number. 

THK  DEPOSITORY  LIBRARIES

Owing  to  the  fact  that  about  one  card  in  every  eight  of 
those  remaining  to  be  sent  to  depositories  had  to  lie  reprinted 
in  order  to  supply  a sufficient  number  of  copies,  the  work  of 
sending  off  these  remaining  cards  made  little  progress  up  to 
June  1.  Since  that  date,  however,  the  work  of  sending  out 
these  cards  has  progressed  quite  rapidly,  and  by  December 
31  it  is  expected  that  the  depository  sets  will  have  been 
completed. 
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Cards  have  been  selected  and  laid  aside  for  the  two 
depositories  still  remaining  to  be  chosen,  and  for  the  sets  to 
be  sent  to  the  Office  Internationale  de  Bibliographic,  at 
Brussels. 

With  regard  to  the  addition  of  other  libraries  to  the 
twenty-five  depositories  already  provided  for,  I call  your 
attention  to  the  following  facts. 

1.  The  removal  of  the  cards  for  the  twenty-five  deposi- 
tories has  so  depleted  the  stock  of  about  20,000  cards  (in 
addition  to  those  already  exhausted  and  reprinted  for  the 
twenty-five  depositories)  that  the  removal  of  additional 
complete  sets  would  entail  the  reprinting  of  probably  1,000 
cards  for  each  additional  set  removed. 

2.  It  is  advantageous  to  delay  the  reprinting  of  cards  as 
much  as  possible  until  the  new  class  marks  and  subject 
headings  can  be  added. 

3.  With  but  four  exceptions  the  applications  now  on  file 
are  from  libraries  which  make  little  or  no  use  of  the  cards 
in  tlieir  own  cataloguing  and  are  located  in  centers  where 
the  L.  C.  printed  cards  are  little  used. 

4.  A depository  library  which  does  not  use  the  cards  for 
its  own  catalogues  is  likely  to  be  a hindrance  rather  than  a 
help  to  the  development  of  the  card  work.  The  smaller 
libraries  in  the  vicinity  naturally  conclude  that  if  the  large 
library,  which  has  the  means  of  ordering  cards  to  the  best 
advantage,  does  not  order  them,  it  is  a proof  that  other 
libraries  can  not  order  and  use  them  to  advantage. 

5.  A library  which  has  a complete  set  of  the  cards,  with 
full  names  and  dates  of  authors,  and  essential  bibliographical 
facts  supplied,  has  in  this  set  of  cards  a most  valuable 
bibliographical  help.  If  such  libraries  do  not  make  use  of 
the  printed  cards  themselves,  and  incidentally  deter  others 
from  using  them,  it  would  seem  that  they  belong  more 
properly  on  the  subscription  list  than  on  the  list  of 
depositories. 

Acting  upon  your  offer  to  deposit  in  the  libraries  of 
Departments  and  divisions  of  the  United  States  Goverment, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  such  printed  cards  from  our 
stock  as  covered  books  bearing  directly  on  the  work  of  these 
Departments  and  divisions,  four  Departments  and  divisions 
have  applied  for  such  partial  sets,  viz,  the  War  Depart- 
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inent,  Bureau  of  the  American  Republics,  the  Geological 
Survey,  and  the  National  Bureau  of  Standards.  The  num- 
ber of  cards  sent  to  these  departmental  libraries  for  this 
purpose  amounts  to  43,300. 

COOPERATIVE  FEATURES  OF  THE  WORK. 

Libraries  which  subscribe  to  cards  have  during  the  year 
sent  in  many  items  of  information  supplementing  or  correct- 
ing that  given  on  the  cards.  In  numerous  cases  the  infor- 
mation supplied  related  to  writers  or  books  which  were  of 
local  repute  only.  The  information  thus  obtained  could 
hardly  have  been  obtained  in  any  other  way.  Libraries 
receiving  the  cards  have  also  supplied  various  suggestions 
looking  to  improvement  in  the  form  of  the  cards  or  the 
method  of  distribution.  Only  a very  small  part  of  these 
could  be  made  use  of,  because  of  the  fact  that  a change 
which  would  be  an  improvement  from  the  point  of  view 
of  one  library  is  usually  objected  to  by  some  other  library", 
or  is  impracticable  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

Some  of  the  leading  publishers  have  afforded  considera- 
ble assistance  by  filling  out  and  sending  to  the  Card  Section 
slips  containing  the  titles  of  books  announced  and  books 
published.  These  slips  when  inserted  in  the  author  cata- 
logue of  the  card  section  enable  us  to  report  definitely  what 
may  be  expected  in  regard  to  titles  covered  by  these  slips. 

Two  publishers  have  shown  their  appreciation  of  the  card- 
distribution  system  as  a means  of  advertising  their  books 
by  presenting  to  the  Library  of  Congress  copies  of  their 
importations.  They  thus  insure  that  printed  cards  will  lie 
issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress  for  such  books  and  that 
the  cards  will  fit  the  American  instead  of  the  English  edition 
of  the  books.  Considering  the  fact  that  titles  of  all  books 
for  which  printed  cards  are  issued  are  at  once  brought  to 
the  attention  of  some  sixty  of  the  leading  libraries  of  the 
country  and  through  them  to  a much  larger  circle  of  libra- 
rians and  students,  it  seems  probable  that  American  pub- 
lishers generally  would  find  it  profitable  to  present  their 
importations  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Two  State  library  commissions  have  subscribed  to  the 
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cards  and  secured  printed  information  and  sample  cards, 
with  a view  to  bringing  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
smaller  libraries  through  the  summer  schools  of  library 
economy.  It  has  also  been  decided  that  hereafter  the 
L.  C.  card  numbers  will  be  attached  to  two  of  the  leading 
lists  of  best  books  recommended  by  library  commissions. 
They  are  being  attached  also  to  titles  in  the  bulletin  of 
accessions  to  the  Library  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Publishing  Board 
of  the  American  Library  Association  whereby  certain  mono- 
graphs in  series,  formerly  catalogued  under  the  direction  of 
this  board,  are  to  be  hereafter  catalogued  by  the  Library  of 
Congress. 

Most  important  cooperative  assistance  seems  likely  to 
come  from  the  publication  of  the  new  edition  of  the  A.  L. 
A.  Catalogue.  Arrangement  has  been  made  to  have  the 
L.  C.  serial  card  numbers  attached  to  the  titles  in  this  cata- 
logue. A large  percentage  of  the  books  in  this  catalogue 
are  likely  to  be  on  the  shelves  of  public  libraries  containing 
5,000  volumes  or  over.  This  catalogue  will  afford  a most 
economical  and  satisfactory  method  of  ordering  cards  for 
these. 

DIFFICULTIES 

In  its  work  at  present  the  Card  Section  experiences  all  the 
difficulties  which  beset  a business  firm  which  is  endeavoring 
to  start  a new  enterprise,  and  must  carry  on  its  business  at 
a loss  while  its  machinery  and  methods  are  being  perfected 
and  the  market  for  its  products  is  being  acquired. 

The  principal  difficulties  attending  the  work  at  this  stage 
are  as  follows: 

1.  The  undertaking  living  new,  many  of  the  appliances 
and  methods  used  must  be  especially  devised  for  the  work 
and  fitted  to  it  by  experimentation. 

2.  The  stock  of  cards  on  hand  was  large  at  the  time  the 
work  was  started,  and  increases  rapidly.  Experimentation 
in  the  handling  and  storing  of  the  stock  has  accordingly 
been  unusually  expensive. 
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3.  Numerous  catalogues  of  the  cards  in  stock  are  required 
for  the  effectual  carrying  on  of  the  work.  The  catalogues 
thus  far  compiled  and  currently  maintained  are: 

(a)  Author  catalogue  of  all  the  cards  in  stock. 

(b)  Subject  catalogue  of  all  cards  in  stock. 

(c)  Catalogue  of  all  cards  in  stock  arranged  by  serial 
number. 

(d)  Series  catalogue,  about  12,000  cards. 

(e)  Traveling  catalogue  of  all  cards  in  stock. 

(f)  Traveling  catalogue  for  American  history,  alxmt 

30.000  caids. 

(g)  Traveling  catalogue  for  bibliography,  about  5,000 
cards. 

(h)  Traveling  catalogue  for  English  history,  about  5,500 
cards. 

( i ) T raveling  catalogue  for  Government  documents,  about 

2.000  cards. 

(j)  Traveling  catalogue  for  law,  about  2,000  cards. 

(k)  Traveling  catalogue  on  the  civil  war,  alxmt  2,000 
cards. 

The  compilation  of  these  catalogues  has  been  going  on 
since  the  beginning  of  the  work.  The  initial  work  of  com- 
pilation was  heavy,  and  the  work  of  keeping  the  catalogues 
to  date  is  heavy.  It  should  be  noticed,  however,  that  the 
expense  for  this  portion  of  the  work  is  a fixed  expense, 
which  will  not  increase  with  the  increase  of  the  sale  of  cards. 
The  cost  of  keeping  up  these  catalogues  is  now  alxmt  $200 
per  mouth.  When  the  returns  from  sales  were  but  $500 
per  month,  this  expense  seemed  heavy;  but  when  the  sales 
have  increased  to  $1,000  or  $1,500  per  month,  as  they  may 
reasonably  lie  expected  to  do  within  two  years,  this  expense 
can  easily  lie  carried. 

4.  The  work  of  selecting,  sorting,  and  shipping  cards  to 
the  23  depository  libraries,  and  for  the  depository  sets 
located  in  the  libraries  of  the  Departments  at  Washington, 
.has  during  the  past  twenty  months  absorbed  the  equivalent 
of  the  time  of  two  assistants.  When  the  depository'  sets  are 
completed  the  time  of  one  assistant  will  be  required  to  sup- 
ply to  these  libraries  cards  currently  printed.  The  returns 
thus  far  received  from  orders  made  up  from  the  depository 
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catalogues  have  been  slight.  More  cards  will  doubtless  be 
ordered  from  these  catalogues  when  they  are  completed,  but 
it  seems  probable  that  the  returns  from  sales  made  through 
the  agency  of  these  catalogues  will  not  be  commensurate 
with  the  expense  of  supplying  the  cards  to  keep  up  the 
catalogues.  In  most  respects  the  maintenance  of  these 
depository  sets  of  cards  is  analogous  to  the  work  of  the 
United  States  Government  in  maintaining  depository  sets  of 
its  other  publications.  It  would  seem  that  the  work  should 
be  to  a large  extent  accredited  to  the  Card  Section , as  a part 
of  the  general  educational  work  of  the  Government,  instead 
of  being  regarded  as  a part  of  its  proper  work  as  a card- 
distributing  agency. 

5.  The  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  Card 
Section  has  serious  duties  to  perform  as  an  organ  in  the 
internal  economy  of  the  library  itself.  Its  more  important 
functions  may  be  itemized  as  follows: 

(a)  It  distributes  during  the  year  many  thousand  cards 
and  proof  sheets  to  other  divisions  of  the  Library,  at  any 
time  atid  in  any  quantity  desired. 

(b)  It  collects,  searches  and  recommends  for  purchase, 
on  the  average,  about  100  titles  per  month. 

(c)  It  collects,  searches  and  reports  to  the  Copyright 
Office  an  average  of  perhaps  50  titles  per  month,  represent- 
ing books  for  which  copyright  is  claimed  but  of  which 
copies  have  not  been  deposited. 

(d)  In  order  to  supply  as  many  of  the  cards  desired  by 
libraries  as  possible,  it  is  compelled  to  search  catalogues  and 
shelves  to  discover  why  certain  books  are  not  represented 
by  printed  cards  in  stock . Incomplete  series,  missing 
volumes,  defective  copies,  and  other  circumstances  which 
may  prevent  the  printing  of  cards  have  to  be  investigated, 
so  that  the  book  may  eventually  be  represented  by  printed 
cards  in  the  stock,  or  a reasonable  excuse  sent  to  the  libra- 
ries which  have  ordered  cards.  The  fact  that  this  sort  of 
work  is  exactly  what  lias  been  needed  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  the  last  half  century  does  not  diminish  the 
amount  of  time  and  attention  which  the  work  requires. 

(e)  Orders  for  cards  for  the  latest  books  published  exert 
a constant  pressure  on  the  Section  to  see  to  it  that  printed 
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cards  reach  the  stock  promptly.  Although  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  cards  come  to  hand  regularly  and  with  reason- 
able promptness,  to  make  sure  that  most  of  the  remainder 
will  come  to  hand  with  something  like  reasonable  prompt- 
ness, and  that  a reasonable  excuse  is  sent  in  cases  of  unusual 
delay,  involves  frequent  communications  with  the  other 
divisions  of  the  library  and  absorbs  much  time. 

RESULTS 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  enumerated  under  the  previous 
heads,  we  have  no  apologies  to  make  for  the  results  accom- 
plished. Some  of  these  results  may  be  itemized  as  follows: 

1 . The  section  is  now  supplying  cards  with  a high  degree  of 
promptness  and  accuracy  to  about  300  libraries  for  the  cata- 
loguing of  books,  at  an  average  cost  of  about  4 cents  per 
book.  It  stands  ready  to  supply  these  cards  in  any  quantity, 
from  one  card  up  to  its  full  stock. 

2.  It  is  currently  filling  orders  for  cards  by  subject  on 
a variety  of  topics,  and  stands  ready  to  supply  cards  by  sub- 
ject on  topics  of  any  size  and  character. 

3.  It  accepts  orders  in  any  form,  without  restrictions, 
except  that  an  extra  price  will  be  charged  corresponding  to 
the  extra  work  involved  by  any  order. 

4.  It  is  placing  in  leading  cities  and  centers  of  literary 
activity  copies  of  every  printed  catalogue  card  in  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

5.  It  is  performing  an  important  function  in  making  the 
collections  of  the  Library  of  Congress  fully  available  to  the 
public. 

6.  It  is  doing  much  effective  work  toward  completing 
sets  and  collections  in  the  Library’  of  Congress. 

7.  It  is  now  more  than  paying  salaries  from  the  sale  of 
cards,  and  with  a reasonable  increase  in  the  sales  should 
become  within  two  years  strictly  self-supporting. 

The  organization  by  the  Library  of  Congress  of  a force 
equipped  to  furnish  printed  catalogue  cards,  ordered  by  any- 
one, for  any  purpose  and  in  any  quantity,  is  conceded  to  be 
one  of  the  most  important  experiments  in  the  history  of 
library  economy.  The  work  is  the  logical  outcome  of  the 
efforts  and  experiments  of  American  librariansduring  the  past 
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quarter  of  a century.  Considered  merely  as  an  experiment, 
it  would  seem  that  the  enterprise  is  well  deserving  of  ade- 
quate governmental  support  until  the  object  of  the  experi- 
ment is  attained,  and  it  is  demonstrated  once  for  all  whether 
the  production  and  distribution  by  a central  agency  of  cata- 
logue cards  for  the  cataloguing  of  the  rank  and  file  of  books 
in  the  libraries  of  the  country  is  or  is  not  a proper  field  for 
cooperative  effort.  The  indications  at  this  stage  are  that 
the  numerous  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  work  will  be 
successfully  met,  and  that  the  experiment  will  be  successful 
from  every  point  of  view;  that  it  will  be  a credit  to  the 
American  library  profession,  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Library  of  Congress.

Handbook  of  Card  Distribution 

Issued  in  the  early  part  of  September,  1902.  Designed  to 
replace  all  regulations  previously  issued  in  regard  to  the  distribu- 
tion of  cards  and  to  give  specific  information  in  regard  to  order- 
ing cards  in  various  ways. 

Bulletin  No.  1 

Dated  July  I,  1902.  Outlines  the  purposes  for  which  the  bul- 
letin is  to  be  published  and  its  relation  to  the  Handbook.  Gives 
changes  in  the  price  of  cards.  Contains  other  matter  relating 
to  details  of  the  card  distribution. 

Bulletin  No.  2 

Dated  September  15,  1902.  Deals  with  the  traveling  catalogues 
soon  to  be  sent  out  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  they  will  be  loaned  to  libraries. 

Bulletin  No.  3 

Dated  May  1,  1903.  Contains  a restatement  of  the  scope  of  the 
stock , with  the  additions  to  date.

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BINDING  ADVERTISEMENTS  IN  SERIALS  a 

By  Arthur  R.  Kimbali,,  Library  of  Congress. 

In  binding  periodicals,  at  the  Library  of  Congress,  the 
question  has  arisen  whether  the  preservation  of  the  adver- 
tising pages  should  be  limited  in  any  way.  The  practice 
of  other  libraries  in  which  the  same  question  was  likely  to 
arise  under  somewhat  similar  conditions  was  made  the  sub- 
ject of  inquiry  for  purposes  of  comparison.  It  appears  that 
in  one  of  these  libraries  all  of  the  advertising  pages  are 
bound,  the  librarian  believing  that  the  few  great  cyclopedic 
libraries  must  preserve  everything  printed,  without  any 
indefiniteness.  In  three  of  these  libraries,  representing  most 
important  circulating  and  reference  collections,  the  adver- 
tisements of  a single  number  of  a volume  are  bound  and  the 
others  are  generally  rejected.  In  another  library,  technical 
and  scientific  journals  are  bound  inclusive  of  the  advertise- 
ments while,  in  binding  literary  and  popular  magazines, 
the  advertisements  are  omitted  altogether;  but  its  librarian 
advises  that  a greater  range  of  advertisements  be  preserved 
in  the  Library  of  Congress,  although  he  considers  the  plan 
adopted  by  him  the  only  reasonable  one  for  the  purposes 
of  his  library.  In  another  library,  the  advertisements 
seem  to  be  preserved  in  connection  with  certain  selected 
periodicals  only. 

The  following  plans  have  been  considered: 

(1)  The  advertising  pages  to  be  bound  complete,  either 
at  the  end  of  the  book  or  as  issued. 

(2)  The  advertising  pages  to  be  preserved,  without  re- 
jection of  any  part,  in  separate  series,  either  in  a simple 
binding,  in  holders,  or  in  packages. 

n Prepared  for  Niagara  Halls  Conference  of  the  American  Uhrary  Association. 
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(3)  The  advertisements  of  a single  number  of  each  vol- 
ume, or  of  a time  division,  to  be  bound  (usually  at  the 
back  of  the  book),  with  the  covers,  and  the  rest  to  be 
rejected  as  useless  repetition. 

(4)  A selected  list  of  periodicals  to  stand  as  representa- 
ti%re  of  advertisements,  their  contents  to  be  bound  intact; 
general  periodicals  representing  country  or  place;  special 
and  technical  journals  representing  subject  and  place. 

Of  these  four  plans,  the  most  inclusive  one  ( 1 ) offers  the 
following  advantages:  It  preserves  the  book,  not  a selected 
part  merely;  any  person,  if  given  a discretion  in  rejecting, 
might  omit  an  important  part;  parts  of  the  text  may  at  any 
time  be  extended  into  the  advertising  pages  and  thus  cause 
a constant  revision  of  plan  or  else  a loss  of  the  extended 
text;  the  selection,  if  attempted,  would  demand  time  and 
attention;  evidence  on  property  rights  under  or  against  pat- 
ents might  lie  destroyed  or  impaired  in  some  instances,  a 
consideration  that  has  weight  in  favor  of  the  preservation  of 
the  advertisements  in  technical  journals  for  a number  of 
years  sufficient  to  cover  the  life  of  a patent;  if  generally 
understood  that  a few  large  libraries  were  preserving  all  of 
the  advertising  pages  of  their  periodicals,  many  other  libra- 
ries could  be  saved  expense  in  this  direction. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  extra  shelf  room  required  would 
be  a disadvantage.  A certain  technical  journal  contains 
4.000  pages  in  a year,  about  evenly  divided  between  the  text 
and  the  advertising  pages.  Altogether  this  makes  four  large 
volumes  yearly;  but  only  two,  if  the  advertisements  are 
mostly  rejected. 

Other  disadvantages  are  extra  cost  of  binding;  weakness 
in  the  binding  on  account  of  the  poor  paper,  the  condition 
of  the  advertising  part,  and  the  size  of  the  book;  awkward- 
ness in  handling  the  book  in  common  use  where  the  adver- 
tisements are  not  an  object;  the  difficulty  of  turning  readily 
to  the  indexes  when  these  stand  between  the  text  and  the 
advertisements,  in  the  middle  of  the  book. 

The  second  plan,  which  provides  for  the  preservation  of 
the  advertisements  as  a whole,  but  subordinately  in  a simple 
binding,  offers  certain  advantages,  “since  the  object  of  pre- 
serving the  reading  matter  of  the  periodical  and  that  of 
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preserving  the  advertisements  are  entirely  different.  The 
reading  matter  would  lie  thus  relieved  of  a considerable 
hulk  of  irrelevant  matter,  and  the  advertisements  could  be 
preserved  in  connection  with  other  contemporary  advertise- 
ments in  a cheaper  form  of  binding.” 

From  this  point  of  view  advertisements  may  be  consid- 
ered as  part  of  the  liook  only  in  a literal  sense,  their  pur- 
pose and  origin  being  distinct  from  that  of  the  subscription 
article.  An  editorial  in  the  June  issue  of  a certain  maga- 
zine makes  a frank  admission  regarding  “objectionable” 
and  “fraudulent”  advertisements,  which  accentuates  the 
distinct  and  separate  purpose  of  the  advertising  pages  when 
it  states  that  “the  majority  of  the  magazine  publishers, 
however,  have  already  decided  to  discontinue  advertising  of 
that  nature.” 

Most  of  the  practical  advantages  of  the  first  plau  relating 
to  the  preservation  and  use  of  advertising  matter  are  pro- 
vided for  by  this  plan;  but  when  the  advertising  pages  are 
few  they  must  be  collected  in  temporary  holders  until  suffi- 
cient to  make  up  a volume  for  binding. 

By  the  third  plan  the  advertisements  of  a single  number 
of  each  volume  (or  of  some  time  division)  are  bound  with 
the  book  and  the  balance  are  rejected  as  useless  repetition. 

This  plan  seems  to  1>e  the  one  most  generally  in  use  in 
large  collections  and  it  has  received  high  indorsement  on 
account  of  its  practical  working  during  extended  application. 

It  is  referred  to  as  the  " preferred  plan  based  upon  expe- 
rience,” “the  most  advisable  plau  for  a large  reference 
library.” 

Plan  four,  according  to  which  a selected  list  of  periodicals 
is  to  become  representative  of  advertising,  is  easier  to  pro- 
nounce as  a theory  than  to  carry  out  to  advantage  in  prac- 
tice, owing  in  part  to  the  variableness  of  most  serial  publi- 
cations. 

The  opinion  seems  to  be  rather  general  that  the  exclusive 
use  of  any  one  plan  would  not  in  every  instance  lead  to 
reasonably  useful  results.  The  writer's  personal  inclination 
is  to  consider  each  periodical  as  an  individual  case;  but  he 
believes  that  the  following  rules  may  be  relied  upon  for 
general  guidance: 
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(1)  Bind  all  advertisements  with  the  text,  in  these  eases: 
when  the  presswork  of  the  book  as  a whole  is  a feature; 
society  publications;  other  serials  containing;  only  a few 
pages  of  advertising  matter;  selected  periodicals  seething 
to  have  permanence  and  preeminent  weight;  periodicals  in 
which  the  text  and  advertising  pages  have  a consecutive 
register, 

I11  all  cases  except  the  last  the  advertisements,  with  out- 
side covers,  should  be  bound  at  the  end  of  the  book. 

(2)  When  the  advertisements  have  important  uses  inde- 
pendently of  the  text,  bind  all  or  a selection  in  segregated 
series,  apart  from  the  other  matter  with  which  they  were 
published,  in  the  following  cases,  adopting  a simple  cloth 
binding,  with  little  gilt  lettering:  when  the  advertisements 
are  excessive  in  quantity;  when  the  text  bound  by  itself 
makes  a heavy  volume;  when,  on  account  of  paper,  condi- 
tion, or  form  of  issue,  the  advertising  pages  greatly  impede 
the  binding  of  the  text  or  when  for  these  reasons  they  are 
likely  to  become  a source  of  noticeable  weakness  in  the 
finished  work. 

(3)  In  all  other  cases  bind  the  advertisements  of  a single 
number,  with  the  covers,  at  the  end  of  the  volume  and 
reject  the  rest. 

The  advertisements  of  the  first  number  or  of  the  last 
number  of  a volume  are  usually  chosen  for  preservation, 
but  there  might  be  an  advantage  in  making  a selection  of 
different  numbers  so  as  to  represent  equally  the  different 
months  of  the  entire  year,  always  assigning  the  same  month 
to  each  particular  periodical. 

Bind  the  ordinary  2 or  3 page  “index"  (so-called),  as 
well  as  tables,  at  the  beginning  of  the  book  unless  paged 
as  a continuation  of  the  text. 

The  paper,  “ How  to  bind  periodicals,"  read  by  Mr.  Nor- 
man C.  Perkins  at  the  conference  of  1887  and  printed  in  the 
Library  journal  of  that  year  (pp.  354-356),  relieves  those 
who  come  after  him  from  a discussion  of  the  general  ques- 
tion of  the  value  of  the  advertising  pages  of  serials  viewed 
from  the  bibliographical  and  historical  standpoints. 
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Iii  the  report  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1901,  there  was  printed  a short  list  of  pur- 
chases, comprising  about  700  titles.  The  present  list,  which 
is  made  upon  the  same  plan  as  that  of  1901,  comprises 
upward  of  2,750  titles.  It  does  not  attempt  to  cover  all 
the  important  additions  to  the  Library  in  the  past  two 
years,  but  merely  to  represent  in  a measure  the  character 
of  the  purchases  in  subjects  which  have  received  particular 
attention. 

The  subjects  of  science,  pure  and  applied,  medicine,  juris- 
prudence, theology,  philosophy,  philology,  with  the  exception 
of  Oriental  languages,  do  not  enter  into  this  list.  The  reason 
of  this  is  that  the  most  of  the  additions  to  these  subjects 
consisted  of  books  which  came  to  the  Library  under  the 
operation  of  the  copyright  law,  and  therefore  do  not  find 
a place  in  a list  of  purchases.  The  exceptions,  though 
important,  were  not  sufficient  in  number  to  be  noticed  here. 
Notice  of  these  is  deferred  until  the  time  when  systematic 
efforts  shall  have  been  made  to  bring  these  divisions,  now 
being  reclassified  and  recatalogued,  up  to  a standard. 

There  have  been  important  accessions  to  the  collection  of 
manuscripts  during  the  past  two  years,  but  they  are  not 
mentioned  here  because  they  have  been  listed  in  the 
Appendices  to  the  several  Annual  Reports.  The  important 
accessions  for  1902-3  are  recorded  in  Appendix  III  of  this 
Report. 

In  the  list  of  1901  there  was  no  representation  of  music. 
Since  that  time  the  Music  Division  has  been  placed  on  a 
stronger  footing.  A considerable  part  of  this  list  is  there- 
fore devoted  to  titles  of  musical  works  recently  added. 
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The  bibliographical  collection  of  the  Library  has  received 
numerous  and  important  additions.  The  list  only  imper- 
fectly represents  the  accessions  for  the  last  two  years.  It 
indicates,  however,  the  trend  of  the  purchases. 

There  has  been  no  notice  taken  of  the  purchases  of 
Americana,  with  the  exception  of  a few  titles  on  American 
antiquities  and  Spanish- American  history.  The  accessions 
to  these  subjects  have  been  taken  account  of  as  they  con- 
stitute distinct  sections  of  American  history  and  have  had 
some  important  additions  which  seemed  worth  noticing  in 
a list  of  this  sort.  As  was  explained,  therefore,  of  the  similar 
list  in  the  Report  for  1901,  it  is  “ not  inclusive  nor  completely 
representative.  Its  purpose  is  to  exhibit  by  illustrative  titles 
the  significant  accessions  of  printed  material  in  certain 
departments  of  literature  which  have  recently  received 
extraordinary  reinforcement.  ’ ’ 

The  entries  are  in  most  cases  transcripts  of  the  catalogue 
cards.  Consequently  the  titles  appear  with  considerable 
bibliographic  fullness.  This  was  not  necessary  for  mere 
identification,  but  may  serve  a useful  purpose  in  the  use  of 
the  list  for  bibliographic  reference,  and  as  an  illustration  of 
the  completeness  of  the  statement  upon  the  printed  cards 
used  by  the  Library.

copies  of  it  have  as  yet  been  discovered. 

The  "Correctorium  " contains  practical  illustrations  or  modifica- 
tions of  the  Bambergensis,  issued  between  1508  and  1530  for  the  use  of 
the  Bamberg  courts.  Only  two  copies  are  known,  one  of  which  is  a 
ms.  appendix  to  the  Bamlnrrgensis  (Johann  SchofFer.  Mainz.  Mitfas- 
ten,  J508)  now  in  the  Kantons  bibliothek,  Zurich,  the  other  occurs  in 
an  interleaved  edition  of  the  Banil>ergensis  ( Ivo  Schdffer,  Mainz,  1338) 
in  the  K.  Kreisarchiv,  Bamberg.

Sir:  I herewith  transmit  a special  report  on  the  copyright 
legislation  now  in  force  in  the  United  States,  prepared  with 
a view  to  bringing  out  the  discrepancies  in  the  texts  of  these 
various  statutes  and  the  contradictory  provisions  contained 
in  them  which  result  not  only  in  practical  difficulties  in  the 
administration  of  the  Copyright  Office  but  in  frequent  mis- 
understandings as  to  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  protection 
afforded  by  copyright. 

I have  briefly  summarized  the  various  provisions  of  our 
copyright  laws,  with  occasional  references  to  the  corre- 
sponding provisions  of  the  copyright  statutes  of  other  coun- 
tries, and  have  supplemented  my  statement  by  (i)  a list  of 
all  the  public  United  States  copyright  enactments,  with 
notations  of  modifications,  amendments,  and  repeals;  (2) 
the  text  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  title  60,  chapter  3,  relating 
to  copyrights,  with  notations  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
July  8,  1870,  and  all  subsequent  laws  relating  to  copyrights, 
in  parallel  columns;  (3)  a list  of  the  foreign  copyright  laws 
in  force,  with  citations  to  printed  texts  and  translations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  REGISTER  OK  COPYRIGHTS  ON  COPYRIGHT  LEGISLA- 
TION 

PRESENT  LEGISLATION 

The  second  revision  of  the  copyright  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  work  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the 
act  of  June  27,  1866,  to  revise  all  the  statute  laws,  replaced 
the  previous  copyright  enactments  by  a single  statute 
approved  July  8,  1870.  This  was  given  further  revision  by 
the  Commissioners,  and  with  some  amendment  became 
Title  lx,  chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States,  going  into  effect  on  December  1,  1873,  and  is  still 
the  fundamental  copyright  law  of  the  country.  Ten  special 
enactments  amending,  modifying,  or  otherwise  affecting  it, 
have  been  passed  since  that  date."  It  is  not  without  sig- 
nifica  ce  that,  within  six  months  of  the  adoption  by  Con- 
gress of  this  result  of  the  prolonged  and  conscientious  labors 
of  the  Commissioners,  the  first  of  these  ten  amendatory  acts 
was  passed.  It  is  illustrative  of  the  inherent  difficulties  in 
legislating  to  secure  the  protection  of  literary  and  artistic 
property. 

The  copyright  legislation  now  in  force  is  not  flexible 
enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  present  age  of  great  mate- 
rial development.  It  is  also  difficult  of  interpretation,  ap- 
plication, and  administration.  Textual  contradictions  and

A for  full  titles. ) 
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inconsistencies  not  only  abound,  but  the  interpolation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  amendatory  acts  into  those  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  is  frequently  the  cause  of  difficulty  and  doubt. 
Embarrassing  questions  also  arise  in  relation  to  importation 
under  the  involved  provisions,  especially  of  the  act  of  March 
3,  1891,  which  have  led  to  conflicting  opinions  by  the  law 
authorities.  Moreover,  the  interests  of  literary  and  artistic 
producers  are  not  guaranteed  as  they  should  be,  and  issues 
of  practical  importance  which  often  arise  between  authors 
and  publishers  can  not  readily  be  met. 

TEXTUAL  REVISION 

The  drafting  of  the  texts  of  the  various  copyright  enact- 
ments has  not  l>een  successful.  In  some  places  there  is 
incompleteness,  in  others  the  phraseology  is  confusing,  and 
even  conflicting.  The  Attorney-General  of  the  United 
States,  when  called  upon  for  an  opinion  concerning  some 
provisions  of  the  copyright  law,  after  quoting  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  statutes  relating  thereto,  felt  obliged  to  say: 

“Under  this  kind  of  legislation  it  is  impossible  to  arrive 
at  any  satisfactory  conclusion  as  to  what  Congress  really 
did  intend  by  it.” 

Several  of  the  amendatory  acts  consist  mainly  of  provisos 
qualifying  the  provisions  of  former  laws,  and  these  are  so 
ao  «/  March  worded  as  to  leave  the  final  meaning  obscure  and  to  give 
}•  rise  to  troublesome  questions.  The  provisions  of  the  act  of 

March  3,  1891,  attempting  to  amend  section  4956  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  furnish  a good  illustration  of  the  results  of 
this  method.  Here  there  is  a proviso  to  compel  manufacture 
in  the  United  States  of  four  articles  subject  to  copyright 
protection,  and  to  give  effect  to  the  stipulation  there  is 
enacted  the  prohibition  of  importation  of  the  articles.  Then 
follow  several  clauses  of  exceptions  to  such  prohibition  of 
importation,  including  the  bodily  transfer  to  the  copyright 
law  of  five  whole  paragraphs  from  the  tariff  act  then  in 
force.  The  result  is  the  confusion  which  might  have  lieen 
predicted  from  the  method  of  procedure  employed. 

In  the  constitutional  provision  authorizing  Congress  to 
legislate,  the  two  subjects,  patents  and  copyrights,  are 
bracketed  together,  and  the  earlier  bills  attempted  to  deal 
with  both  subjects  in  one  enactment.  The  Commissioners 
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appointed  to  revise  the  statutes  also  made  one  “title”  of 
patents,  trade-marks,  and  copyrights,  and  it  is  due  to  this 
juxtaposition,  no  doubt,  that  the  word  “inventor”  came  to 
be  inserted  in  sections  4952  and  4954  in  naming  the  persons 
who  may  claim  copyright  protection.  As  the  very  nature 
of  the  protection  to  be  secured  by  copyright  legislation 
excludes  the  result  of  invention  or  discovery,  this  inclusion 
of  the  designation  “inventor”  among  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  act  inevitably  leads  to  misunderstanding. 

In  naming  the  articles  subject  to  copyright  (sec.  4952),  lithographs 
no  mention  is  made  of  lithographs,  nor  is  any  term  used 
which  can  be  said  precisely  to  include  these  articles;  but  the 
act  of  March  3.  1891,  amending  section  4956  to  stipulate 
American  manufacture  includes  “lithograph  ” with  chromo 
in  the  provision  that  the  two  copies  to  be  deposited  shall  be 
from  “drawings  on  stone  made  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  or  from  transfers  made  therefrom.”  Period-  Periodicals 
icals  are  not  named  in  section  4952  as  subject-matter  of 
copyright,  but  by  section  1 1 of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  it  is 
required  that  each  number  of  a periodical  must  he  separately 
registered  for  copyright  protection.  The  act  of  August  1, 

1882,  concerning  the  placing  of  the  notice  of  copyright 
on  such  articles  as  “designs  for  molded  decorative  articles.  Molded  deca  a- 
tiles,  plaques,  or  articles  of  pottery  or  metal  ’ ’ described 
these  articles  as  “ subject  to  copyright,”  but  in  the  legisla- 
tion previous  to  this  enactment  they  are  nowhere  found  thus 
designated,  while  they  would  seem  to  be  included  in  the 
provisions  of  section  4929  of  the  patent  law.  These  are 
only  a few  examples  of  the  textual  discrepancies  found  in 
the  statutes,  but  they  show  the  need  for  such  careful  editing 
of  the  text  of  the  laws  in  force  as  shall  clarify  the  meaning 
of  the  statutory  provisions  without  raising  question  as  to 
changing  either  their  sense  or  the  purpose  or  principles  of 
the  laws. 

COPYRIGHT  BENEFICIARIES 

The  copyright  legislation  of  the  United  States  rests  upon 
section  8 of  Article  I of  the  Constitution,  wherein  it  is  pro-  A uthor 
vided  that  Congress  shall  have  power  “to  promote  the 
progress  of  science  and  useful  arts  by  securing  for  limited 
times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their 
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respective  writings  and  discoveries.  ” It  is  primarily  then 
the  author  who  is  the  beneficiary-  of  the  copyright  law,  but 
the  statutes  name  the  ‘'author,”  the  “inventor,”  the  “de- 
signer,” or  the  “ proprietor”  of  any-  book,  etc.,  as  the  per- 
son who  is  to  obtain  the  sole  liberty  of  printing,  and  the 
“ executors,  administrators,  or  assigns  of  any  such  person.” 
As  already  explained  the  use  of  the  word  ‘ ‘ inventor  ’ ’ is 
probably  due  to  the  unfortunate  coupling  of  patents  and 
copyrights,  and  not  with  any  intention  of  giving  protection 
to  inventions  by  means  of  the  copyright  law;  and  “designer” 
is  doubtless  used  as  synonymous  with  author  in  the  case  of 
certain  classes  of  articles. 

Copyright  originating  through  authorship  is  not  a right 
Pn  ta*ai  tight  attaching  to  the  thing,  the  lx>ok,  etc.,  but  is  a right  vesting 
in  the  creator  of  the  book  or  other  article,  and  is  therefore 
a personal  right.  But  our  laws  do  not  make  clear  the  scope 
to  be  given  to  the  word  “author,”  which  may  be  a matter 
of  difficulty  as  regards  certain  articles  (e.  g.,  photographs), 
nor  do  they  make  any  definite  provision  for  anonymous, 
pseudonymous,  or  posthumous  works,  as  is  very  generally- 
done  in  foreign  copyright  legislation.  The  individual  rights 
of  authors  working  in  collaboration  and  the  claims  of  author- 
ship in  the  case  of  works  conceived  and  carried  out  by  pub- 
lishers where  the  actual  authors  are  paid  to  produce  the 
required  specific  work  or  are  paid  a regular  salary,  give  rise 
to  nice  questions  of  title  which  would  be  obviated  by  more 
clearly-defined  provisions  in  the  statutes.  The  peculiar 
manner  of  the  introduction  of  the  word  “proprietor”  in 
the  act  of  1870  and  as  followed  in  the  Revised  Statutes  has 
caused  considerable  controversy.  The  laws  now  in  force 
Pruprtfior  give  copyright  to  the  author  or  proprietor  and  “ the  execu- 
tors, administrators,  or  assigns  of  any  such  person.”  In 
all  the  earlier  copyright  legislation,  from  that  of  the  original 
States  up  to  the  act  of  1870,  it  was  made  most  explicit  that 
it  was  the  author  of  a work  for  whose  benefit  the  laws  were 
passed,  and  although  the  term  “proprietor”  frequently 
occurs  in  the  older  laws,  it  can  scarcely  be  questioned  that 
it  had  simply  the  meaning  of  the  assignee  of  the  author. 
Its  unexplained  insertion  in  the  act  of  1870  iu  conjunction 
with  the  term  “author”  has  given  occasion  for  the  asser- 
tion that  a broader  meaning  may  lie  attached  to  its  use 
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than  as  the  mere  assignee  of  the  author,  especially  in  the 
case  of  the  proprietors  of  works  by  foreign  authors  and  of 
persons  claiming  the  right  of  renewal  as  absolute  proprietors 
of  the  author’s  work. 

Protection  under  our  laws,  by  the  provisions  of  section 
13  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  has  been  extended  to  the  a“ 

works  of  authors  who  are  citizens  or  subjects  of  any  state 
or  nation  in  behalf  of  whose  citizens  a proclamation  by  the 
President  has  been  issued.  A few  continental  countries 
and  some  South  American  States  are  still  not  included,  and 
the  question  has  been  raised  whether  a citizen  of  one  of 
these  countries  not  yet  included  in  a copyright  proclama- 
tion, may,  as  the  assignee  of  a qualified  author,  demand 
copyright  registration  as  a “proprietor."  It  is  also  some- 
times asked  whether  the  work  of  a foreign  author,  citizen 
of  some  country  in  whose  behalf  no  copyright  proclamation 
has  yet  been  issued,  can,  if  transferred  to  some  citizen  of  a 
country  included  in  the  copyright  arrangements,  be  protected 
by  a claim  to  copyright  in  the  United  States  on  behalf  of  the 
qualified  assignee  as  "proprietor."  It  is  important  that 
such  questions  as  these  shall  lx-  settled  by  direct  and  explicit 
statements  in  the  copyright  statutes. 

In  the  case  of  renewal  of  copyright  for  the  second  term  aneuni 
of  protection  the  claim  is  frequently  made  on  behalf  of  the 
assignee  of  the  author  for  the  original  term.  The  history 
of  the  early  copyright  legislation  in  relation  to  the  renewal 
term  is  not  without  interest  in  this  connection.  Two  of  the 
original  States,  Maryland  and  South  Carolina,  provided  the 
second  term  only  on  behalf  of  the  author,  if  living.  Of  the 
remaining  States,  five — Connecticut,  Georgia,  New  Jersey, 

New  York,  and  Pennsylvania — while  providing  for  renewal 
terms,  enacted  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  term  the  protec- 
tion should  return  to  the  “author  if  then  living,  his  heirs 
and  assigns. ' ’ No  statutory  formalities  were  required  to  be 
complied  with  in  order  to  secure  the  renewal  right.  The 
first  Federal  act  of  1790  provided  for  a renewal  term  iii 
behalf  of  the  author  if  living,  or  his  executors,  administra- 
tors, or  assigns,  contingent  upon  registration  of  the  title 
a second  time  within  six  months  before  the  expiration  of 
the  first  term,  either  by  the  author  himself  or  such  execu- 
tors, administrators,  or  assigns.  The  act  of  1831,  while 
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retaining  the  requirement  of  second  registration  of  title  and 
deposit  of  copies  within  six  months  before  the  expiration 
of  the  first  term,  continued  the  right  to  the  author  if  living, 
or,  if  dead,  then  to  the  widow  or  child  or  children  of  the 
author,  striking  out  ‘ 1 executors,  administrators,  or  assigns;  ’ ’ 
the  omission  being  more  noticeable  from  the  fact  that  this 
law  extended  the  first  term  of  protection  from  fourteen  to 
twenty-eight  years,  and  in  doing  so  especially  declared  that 
in  the  case  of  authors  not  living  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  the  act  the  term  should  be  extended  to  twenty -eight 
years  for  the  benefit  of  their  heirs,  executors,  and  adminis- 
trators, with  the  privilege  of  renewal  to  the  widow,  child, 
or  children  of  the  author  or  authors.  The  stipulation  of 
the  act  of  1831  was  substantially  followed  by  the  act  of 
1870,  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  act  of  March  3,  1891. 
If  the  double  term  of  copyright  is  to  be  retained  in  the  law 
what  title,  if  any,  an  assignee  shall  have  in  the  renewal 
term  should  be  definitely  settled. 

SUBJECT-MATTER  OF  COPYRIGHT 

Two  classes  of  articles  receive  copyright  protection  under 
our  laws  in  force:  (1)  Original  works  of  art,  such  as  paint- 
ings, drawings,  and  statuary,  as  well  as  models  or  designs 
intended  to  be  perfected  as  works  of  the  fine  arts,  and  (2) 
works  multiplied  by  mechanical  means,  such  as  books,  maps 
or  charts,  dramatic  compositions,  musical  compositions, 
engravings,  cuts  or  prints,  chromos  or  lithographs,  and 
photographs.  The  history  of  the  copyright  legislation 
shows  the  gradual  extension  of  the  area  of  protection  and 
the  inclusion  from  time  to  time  of  new  subject-matter  of 
copyright.  The  resolution  of  the  Colonial  Congress  recom- 
mending the  several  States  to  legislate  on  copyright  referred 
only  to  books,  and  ten  0 of  the  twelve  original  States  enact- 
ing copyright  laws  include  only  literary'  works,  using  vari- 
ously the  expressions  “book,”  “book  or  pamphlet,” 
‘ 1 writing  or  writings,  ’ ’ or  the  more  formal  ' 4 books,  treatises.

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and  literary  works.  ’ ’ Two  only  of  the  States  extended  the 
protection  beyond  books,  namely,  Connecticut  and  North 
Carolina,  whose  laws  included  “ maps  and  charts.”  “ .Wapi  and 

The  first  Federal  statute  of  May  31,  1790,  mentions  only 
“map,  chart,  book  or  books;”  the  act  of  April  29,  1802, 
included  “ historical  and  other  prints;”  the  first  revision  of 
February  3,  1831,  extended  the  protection  to  musical  com- 
positions, and  the  act  of  August  18,  1856,  to  dramatic  com- 
positions. Photographs  and  photographic  negatives  were 
included  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1865,  but  original  works 
of  art — paintings,  drawings,  statues,  statuary,  and  “models 
or  designs  intended  to  be  perfected  as  works  of  the  fine 
arts” — were  not  brought  under  copyright  protection  until 
July  8,  1870,  although  previous  to  this  date  an  amendment 
of  the  patent  laws  of  August  29,  1842,  included  ‘ ‘ any  new 
and  original  design  for  a bust,  statue,  or  bas-relief  or  com-  statuary 
position  in  alto  or  basso-relievo.” 

Since  the  act  of  1870  the  list  of  copyright  articles  has  not 
been  enlarged  by  direct  legislation.  The  act  of  March  3, 

1891,  however,  refers  to  “ lithograph  ” and  “ periodical  ” as 
articles  which  are  copyrightable,  and  the  act  of  August  1 , 

1882,  in  providing  for  the  placing  of  the  notice  of  copyright 
on  “ designs  for  molded  decorative  articles  ” mentions  them 
as  “subject  to  copyright,”  although  they  had  not  been 
thus  designated  in  any  previous  act,  an  instance  of  the  lack 
of  cohesion  in  our  copyright  legislation.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  terms  employed  to  designate  the  articles  to  be  pro- 
tected are  specific  and  not  comprehensive  so  as  to  include 
several  similar  things  under  one  designation. 

In  addition  to  the  sole  right  of  printing,  copying,  and  Righto/ tram- 
vending,  the  acts  of  August  16,  1856,  and  of  March  3,  1891. 
conferred  the  sole  right  of  translation,  of  dramatization,  and 
of  representation,  while  the  act  of  January7  6,  1897,  imposed 
drastic  penalties  for  the  unauthorized  public  performance  of 
a musical  composition. 

The  wording  of  the  laws  opens  the  way  for  many  and 
various  questions  as  to  what  articles  are  legitimate  subjects 
of  copyright,  and  application  is  constantly  being  made  to  the

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Copyright  Office  for  registration  of  productions  not  included 
in  tlie  law.  Moreover,  as  the  fee  for  registration  is  nominal 
and  the  printing  of  the  copyright  notice  is,  under  many  cir- 
cumstances, a practical  bar  against  interference,  the  induce- 
ment is  strong  to  endeavor  to  secure  registration  by  some 
plausible  application  of  one  of  the  designations  used  in  the 
law  to  indicate  a proper  subject  of  copyright.  This  misap- 
plication of  the  privileges-  of  copyright  leads  to  their  abuse 
and  to  acts  of  injustice. 

Concerning  some  articles  which  from  their  nature  would 
seem  to  belong  in  the  classes  intended  for  protection,  it  is 
often  difficult  to  know  under  what  designation  they  should 
be  applied  for.  For  example,  should  relief  maps  l>e  entered 
as  maps  ? In  that  case  two  copies  are  required  to  be  depos- 
ited, and  this  is  a severe  tax  upon  the  applicant  and  entirely 
out  of  proportion  to  the  cost  of  making  deposits  in  the  case 
of  other  articles.  If  not  as  maps,  how,  then,  may  they  be 
applied  for?  It  is  sometimes  the  case  that  application  is 
made  for  relief  maps  as  1 1 models  or  designs  intended  to  be 
completed  as  works  of  the  fine  arts,”  and  a description,  with 
photograph,  are  deposited  in  lieu  of  a title  and  two  copies; 
but  under  the  laws  in  force  it  is  difficult  to  know  which 
course  is  the  safer  one." 

Among  the  subjects  for  copyright  protection  not  included 
in  our  laws  the  oral  lecture  is  distinguished  as  the  one  most 
frequently  included  in  foreign  copyright  legislation.  Thus 
by  the  laws  of  Austria,  Belgium,  Bolivia,  Denmark,  Finland, 
Germany,  Great  Britain,  Guatemala,  Hungary,  Italy,  Japan, 
the  Netherlands,  New  South  Wales,  Norway,  and  South 
Australia  public  lectures  are  thus  protected.  A special  act 
was  passed  ill  Great  Britain  in  1835  for  copyright  in  lectures, 
but  it  has  fallen  into  desuetude  because  of  its  troublesome 
formalities.  This  legislation,  however,  as  presumably  that 
of  continental  Europe,  does  not  establish  any  exclusive 
statutory  right  to  deliver  a lecture  or  lectures  on  any  given 
subject,  but  only  provides  protection  against  unauthorized 
copying  and  publishing.  As  regards  speeches,  legislation  is 
not  so  common,  although  Belgium,  Germany,  Guatemala, 


"By  the  Spanish  law  of  January  10,  1K79.  an  exemption  from  either  registration 
or  deposit  is  made  in  the  case  of  “ topographical  models.” 
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Hungary,  Italy,  Luxembourg,  and  Mexico  have  included 
speeches  in  the  list  of  articles  subject  to  copyright.  It  is 
not  unusual,  however,  to  provide  that,  while  the  author 
alone  has  the  right  to  make  special  publication  of  his 
speeches,  political  addresses,  etc.,  they  may  be  available 
for  quotation  or  report.  A much-disputed  matter  is  the 
possible  protection  of  architectural  drawings,  house  plans, 
etc.  Architectural  designs  are  protected  by  the  legisla . 
tion  of  Austria,  Finland,  Hungary,  Luxetnlxmrg,  Monaco, 

Spain,  and  Tunis.  Brazil  (act  of  August  1,  1898)  dis- 
tinctly names  “architecture”  as  subject  to  copyright,  its 
legislation  being  very  broad  and  phrased  to  include  “any 
production  whatsoever  in  the  literary,  scientific,  or  artistic 
domain;”  but  the  laws  of  Austria,  Germany,  Hungary, 
and  Japan  name  works  of  architecture  as  not  being  subject 
to  copyright. 

The  following  productions,  not  included  in  our  copyright  Articles  not 
laws,  are  given  protection  by  the  legislation  of  the  country  °“r 

or  countries  named  in  each  case:  Astronomical  and  geo- 
graphical globes,  countries  belonging  to  the  Pan-American 
Convention;  arrangements  of  music,  Colombia,  Ecuador, 

Great  Britain,  Hungary,  Italy;  chorograpliic  works,  Austria 
and  Italy;  letters,  Bolivia;  newspapers,  Great  Britain  and 
Victoria;  sermons,  Belgium,  Finland  and  Luxembourg; 
telegraphic  messages,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  Hungary,  Natal, 

Tasmania,  and  Western  Australia;  the  title  of  a periodical, 

Ecuador;  useful  and  ornamental  designs,  New  Zealand. 

Our  laws  name  but  a single  class  of  productions  as  not  Government 
subject  of  copyright,  namely,  “ Government  publications. 

While  certain  public  documents,  such  as  laws  and  decisions 
of  the  courts,  are  generally  held  not  to  fall  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  copyright  laws,  the  legislation  of  some  coun- 
tries has  differentiated  official  publications.  Thus  the  law 
of  Belgium  (March  22,  1886)  declares  that  while  official 
decrees  or  orders  of  the  administration  are  not  the  subject 
of  copyright,  all  other  publications  by  the  State  or  public 
administrative  bodies  are  protected  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State  or  such  administrative  bodies  during  a j>eriod  of  fifty

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years  from  their  date;  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  author  if  he 
has  not  alienated  his  right  in  favor  of  the  State  or  such 
administrative  bodies. 

official  if  of  a-  While  the  government  of  Ecuador,  according  to  the  act 
of  August  3,  1887,  has  the  exclusive  right  to  publish  official 
documents  and  laws  in  a special  collection,  publications  of 
laws  with  commentaries  are  held  to  be  the  property  of  the 
jurists  who  edit  them.  But  this  only  prohibits  the  individ- 
ual from  republishing  such  collections,  and  does  not  prevent 
these  public  documents,  which  have  l>een  published  origi- 
nally in  the  official  journals,  from  being  reproduced  in  other 
newspapers  or  magazines.  By  the  law  of  Hungary  (April 
26,  1884)  the  right  to  publish  texts  of  laws  and  government 
acts,  or  translations  of  them  into  any  one  of  the  languages 
spoken  in  Hungary,  is  reserved  to  the  State,  but  private 

Great  Britain  individuals  may  publish  annotated  editions.  A “ Treasury 
Minute”  published  August  31,  1887,  deals  with  copyright 
in  the  Government  publications  of  Great  Britain  and  deter- 
mines that  reproduction  of  the  reports,  papers  and  acts  of 
Parliament,  or  the  regulations  of  the  army  and  navy,  are 
not  restricted  in  any  form  whatever,  but  that  copyright 
should  be  enforced  as  regards  literary  or  quasi-literary 
works  (such,  for  example,  as  the  reports  of  the  Challenger 
expedition),  or  the  ordnance  maps  and  charts. 

Articles  to  tie  \ revision  of  our  copyright  lawsshould  require  the  better 
defining  of  just  what  classes  of  articles  are  intended  to  lie 
covered  by  these  laws;  should  give  consideration  to  the 
inclusion  of  objects  now  omitted,  and  also  of  new  articles 
of  production,  and  assign  special  attention  to  classes  of 
articles  which,  while  possessing  a certain  amount  of  literary 
form,  involve  invention  or  discover)-,  and  thus  now  fall 
between  the  provisions  of  the  patent  and  the  copyright  laws. 

ertnts  « » The  act  of  June  18,  1874,  which  transferred  to  the  Pateut 
Office  the  copyright  registration  of  labels  and  prints  for 
articles  of  manufacture,  should  be  reconsidered  and  brought 
into  harmony  with  the  general  statutes  on  copyright. 

The  need  of  legislation  to  protect  play  right  or  stage  right 
as  distinct  from  copyright  in  published  dramas  should  be 
carefully  considered,  and  the  scope  of  copyright  in  the  case 
of  newspapers  be  defined. 

The  status  of  articles  reproduced  by  authority  in  forms 
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different  from  the  originals  should  be  made  clear,  as  also 
what  should  be  done  to  secure  protection  upon  such  repro- 
ductions. 

RIGHT  OF  TRANSLATION 

The  act  of  July  8,  1870,  provided  that  “authors  may 
reserve  the  right  to  dramatize  or  to  translate  their  own 
works,”  but  contained  no  specific  directions  for  making  this 
reservation  effective.  These  words  were  stricken  out  by  the 
act  of  March  3,  1891 , and  the  following  language  substituted:  Actof Match}, 
* 1 and  authors  or  their  assigns  shall  have  exclusive  right  to 
dramatize  and  translate  any  of  their  works  for  which  copy- 
right shall  have  been  obtained  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.”  By  this  legislation  the  author  of  a book  in  a 
foreign  language  secures  an  unqualified  monopoly  of  the 
right  of  translating  it  for  the  full  term  of  the  copyright  of 
the  original  work.  This  goes  beyond  the  provisions  relative 
to  the  right  of  translation  commonly  found  in  the  foreign 
laws  on  copyright.  While  the  term  of  protection  for  an 
authorized  translation  differs  greatly  in  different  countries, 
it  is  usual  to  enact  that  the  translation  must  appear  within 
a stated  term  of  years  in  order  to  hold  the  right.  According  international 
to  the  Berne  International  Copyright  Convention  the  term  nn'tiori"  c°" 
is  ten  years,  and  this  has  been  incorporated  in  the  legislation 
of  a number  of  foreign  States.  But  frequently  the  period  of 
availability  is  considerably  shorter,  five  years,  three  years, 
and  even  but  two  years.  The  laws  of  Austria,  Germany, 

Hungary,  and  the  Netherlands,  provide  for  a term  of  pro- 
tection of  but  five  years  and  require  the  appearance  of  the 
authorized  translation  within  three  years.  Serious  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  scope  and  duration  of  the 
right  of  translation,  and  some  plan  of  legislation  be  devised 
to  induce  the  production  of  authorized  translations  within  a 
reasonable  time.  The  copyright  in  the  translation  of  a non- 
copyright work  should  be  distinguished  also  from  the  copy- 
right of  an  original  work.  Some  foreign  laws  contain  the 
distinct  statement  that  while  copyright  may  be  obtained  for 
an  original  translation,  this  does  not  prevent  the  publication 
and  protection  of  another  translation  of  the  same  work. 

Some  such  statement  in  our  law  would  prevent  the  preva- 
lent misconception  as  to  the  scope  of  the  protection  obtained 
by  the  registration  of  the  title  of  a translation.

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TERM  OF  PROTECTION 

The  resolution  of  Congress  of  May  2,  1783,  recom- 
mended that  copyright  protection  should  endure  for  four- 
teen years,  with  a renewal  term  of  fourteen  years  more. 
Seven  of  the  original  States  enacted  like  double  terms  of 
fourteen  years  each",  while  five  provided  for  single  terms 
Original siain only-,  North  Carolina  for  fourteen  years.  New  Hampshire 
for  twenty  years,  and  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and  Vir- 
ginia for  twenty-one  years  each.  The  first  Federal  statute, 
of  1790,  enacted  an  original  term  with  a renewal  term,  each 
of  fourteen  years,  iti  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
Congress  of  1783,  but  the  act  of  April  29,  1802,  extending 
the  protection  to  engravings,  provided  for  a single  term  of 
Acio/ 1*31  fourteen  years  only.  The  act  of  general  revision  of  1831 
doubled  the  length  of  the  first  term,  leaving  the  renewal 
term  unchanged,  and  in  the  seventy-two  years  which  have 
siuce  elapsed  there  has  been  no  change,  the  terms  remaining 
twenty-eight  years  and  fourteen  years.  The  desirability  of 
an  extension  of  the  term  of  protection  has  been  discussed  from 
Prrpttuai copy-  time  to  time,  and  copyright  in  perpetuity  has  even  been 
advocated,  but  as  the  Constitution  provides  that  protection 
to  authors  shall  be  for  a “ limited  time,”  a change  in  the 
fundamental  law  of  the  land  would  be  necessary  in  order  to 
bring  this  about.  The  advocates  of  the  inherent  right  of  an 
author  to  the  protection  of  his  work  without  restriction  as 
to  time  have  endeavored  to  surmount  this  difficulty  and 
practically  attain  their  end  by  proposing  a law  to  make  the 
term  of  protection  one  thousand  years,  and  to  extend  the 
term  of  existing  copyrights  to  a similar  period  from  the 
time  of  first  recording  the  title.  A bill  to  effect  this  was 
introduced  in  the  Senate  on  April  25,  1900,  by  Senator 
Lodge,  who,  however,  when  presenting  it  stated  that  he  was 
opposed  to  the  measure  and  only  introduced  the  bill  by 
request.  No  action  was  taken.  While  it  is  undoubtedly 
true  that  the  trend  of  opinion  has  on  the  whole  been  in  the

toward  a longer  period  of  protection.  Thus,  the  term  winch

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in  Belgium  was  twenty  years  after  the  death  of  the  author, 
and  in  Denmark  thirty  years,  has  in  both  countries  teen 
increased  to  fifty  years  teyond  the’  death  of  the  author. 
In  Japan,  by  the  act  of  1887,  the  term  extended  only  five 
years  beyond  the  death  of  the  author,  but  by  the  later  law  of 
1899  it  was  increased  to  life  of  the  author  and  thirty  years. 
France  has  increased  the  term  from  life  and  five  years  to  life 
and  fifty  years. 

The  method  of  computing  the  term  varies  in  different 
countries.  A fixed  period  of  years  from  the  date  or  year  of 
publication  is  still  in  vogue  in  a few  countries  as  the  gen- 
eral term  of  copyright,  and  in  many  others  for  anonymous 
and  pseudonymous  productions,  and  also  for  such  articles  as 
it  has  seemed  well  should  be  given  a special  period  of  pro- 
tection, e.  g. , photographs."  Canada,  Newfoundland,  and 
the  United  States  form  a group  by  themselves  with  a first 
term  of  twenty-eight  years,  dating  from  compulsory  regis- 
tration of  title,  and  a continuing  term  of  fourteen  years 
additional.  The  more  general  practice  is  to  grant  protec- 
tion during  the  life  of  the  author  and  for  a certain  number 
of  years  after  his  death.  This  term  beyond  the  author’s 
death  varies  greatly,  being  but  five  years  in  Chile  and  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  seven  years  in  Great  Britain  and  some 
of  her  colonies,  and  in  Siam;  ten  years  in  Roumania,  and 
twenty  years  in  Peru.  In  Chile,  the  term  may  be  doubled  by 
special  decree  of  the  government,  and  the  Cape  Colony  legis- 
lation provides  for  an  alternative  term  of  thirty  years,  the 
protection  to  endure  for  whichever  term  is  the  longer. 
Great  Britain  also  provides  that  the  copyright  shall  endure 
at  least  forty-two  years  from  publication,  if  that  is  a longer 
period  than  the  author’s  life  after  publication,  plus  seven 
years.  This  legislation  has  teen  copied  by  some  of  the 
British  colonies,6  and  also  recently  by  the  Kingdom  of 
Siam.  I11  Haiti  protection  is  made  to  extend  beyond  the 
author’s  life  to  his  widow  or  children  for  twenty  years,  but

2,  and 
6);  Chile  and  Turkey,  each  forty  years;  the  Netherlands  and  Brazil,  each  fifty 
years.  (See  Appendix  C.  1 

India.  Natal.  New  South  Wales.  New  Zealand,  South  Australia,  Victoria,  and 
Western  Australia.  (See  Appendix  C.) 
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if  there  should  be  neither  widow  nor  children,  then  to  the 
heirs  or  assigns  for  a period  of  ten  years.  Thirty  years 
after  the  death  of  the  author  is  the  term  provided  by  the  mod- 
ern legislation  of  Austria,  Germany,  Japan,  and  Switzer- 
land. Italy’s  legislation  is  peculiar,  providing  for  protection 
during  the  life  of  the  author,  or  at  least  forty  years  after  pub- 
lication if  the  author  should  die  within  this  period,  and,  in 
addition,  for  a second  period  of  forty  years’  enjoyment  of  a 
royalty  of  5 per  cent  on  publication  price  for  any  and  all 
reprints  of  the  work.  The  life  of  the  author  and  a term 
of  fifty  years  after  his  death  is  perhaps  the  most  generally 
approved  j>eriod  of  protection,  and  has  been  adopted  by  a 
number  of  countries."  In  Colombia  and  Spain  the  term  has 
been  extended  to  eighty  years  after  the  death  of  the  author, 
while  Guatemala,  Mexico,  and  Venezuela  still  grant  pro- 
tection for  literary  and  artistic  property  in  perpetuity. 

The  questions  which  arise  in  relation  to  the  term  of  pro- 
tection in  our  legislation  are  first,  possible  increase  in  the 
length  of  the  term,  and  secondly,  the  advisability  of  doing 
away  with  the  double  term,  and  replacing  it  by  a single, 
longer  term. 

STATUTORY  FORMALITIES 

Our  copyright  laws  are  distinguished  from  nearly  all  other 
copyright  legislation  by  the  fact  that  the  privileges  secured 
are  contingent  upon  explicit  compliance  with  certain  statu- 
tory stipulations.  Canada  has  followed  our  example  to  the 
extent  of  making  the  deposit  of  copies  a prerequisite  to  pro- 
tection; and  in  the  copyright  laws  of  a few  other  foreign 
States  the  protection  in  particular  matters  is  contingent 
upon  compliance  with  certain  formalities,  but  in  foreign  leg- 
islation the  right  granted  is  not  made  to  depend,  as  a rule, 
upon  any  prescribed  acts  to  be  performed,  such  as  the  regis- 
•-  tration  of  title  or  the  deposit  of  copies.  I11  the  develop- 
ment of  our  own  legislation,  on  the  contrary,  the  right  has 
come  to  depend  absolutely  upon  conformity  to  specific 
statutory  requirements.  The  resolution  of  1783  recom- 
mending the  various  original  States  to  secure  to  authors  the 

••Belgium,  Bolivia,  Costa  Rica,  Denmark,  Kcuador.  Finland,  France.  Hungary, 
Luxembourg,  Monaco,  Norway.  Portugal.  Russia.  Sweden,  and  Tunis.  (See  Ap- 
pendix C.) 
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copyright  of  their  books  “by  such  laws  and  under  such 
restrictions  ’ ' as  the  States  deemed  projier,  gave  no  hint  of 
formalities  of  any  kind. 

FILING  OF  TITLE 

So  far  as  the  registration  of  title  is  concerned,  no  provision 
was  made  therefor  by  the  State  acts  of  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire,  or  Rhode  Island.  The  acts  of  Maryland  and 
South  Carolina  required  registration,  to  prevent  liability  to 
punishment  for  unauthorized  republication  by  reason  of 
ignorance,  but  not  as  a prerequisite  to  obtaining  copyright 
protection.  But  in  the  case  of  seven  of  the  States"  registra- 
tion of  the  titles  of  books  claiming  copyright  was  made  a 
condition  precedent  to  obtaining  the  protection.  No  time 
was  specified  for  making  the  required  registration,  however, 
except  in  the  case  of  the  act  of  North  Carolina,  which  stipu- 
lated that  the  registration  should  take  place  before  publica- 
tion. The  language  of  the  various  provisions  is  otherwise 
substantially  equivalent  and  to  the  effect  that  no  author 
shall  lx*  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  act  until  he  shall  duly 
register  the  title  of  his  book  and  his  name  as  author.  The 
seven  States*  enacting  renewal  terms  did  not,  however, 
require  registration  of  title  a second  time. 

The  Federal  act  of  1790  preserilied  that  no  person  should 
be  entitled  to  its  benefits  unless  he  had  deposited  a printed 
copy  of  the  title  in  the  clerk’s  office  of  the  district  court  in 
the  district  where  the  author  or  proprietor  resided.  The 
first  act  of  revision  (*1831),  reenacted  this  requirement  with- 
out change,  and  the  second  revision  of  1870  made  no  altera- 
tion except  to  require  the  deposit  of  title  to  take  place  in  the 
Library  of  Congress  instead  of  the  clerk's  office  of  the  dis- 
trict court.  The  stipulation  that  the  filing  of  the  title  must 
precede  publication,  in  this  or  any  foreign  country,  became 
law  through  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  and  is  in  force  to-day, 
making  it  a condition  precedent  to  obtaining  copyright  that 
the  title  lie  filed  for  record  la-fore  any  publication  of  the 
work.

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DKPOSIT  OF  COPIES 

Taking  up  the  second  prerequisite  to  copyright  protection, 
only  one  of  the  original  states  (Massachusetts)  required 
deposit  of  copies,  the  author  1>eing  obliged  to  present  two 
copies  of  his  works  to  the  library  of  Harvard  University  “in 
order  to  his  holding  such  sole  property  in  them.”  Federal 
legislation  in  regard  to  the  deposit  of  copies,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  been  considerable  and  varied.  The  act  of  1790 
required  the  delivery  of  “a  copy”  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
any  time  within  six  months  after  publication.  This  interval 
of  time  and  the  phraseology  of  the  provision  go  to  show 
that  the  deposit  of  the  one  copy  was  not  intended  to  be 
a condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the  right.  The 
law  of  1831,  while  reenacting  the  deposit  of  a copy  of  the 
book,  etc.,  reduced  the  time  during  which  the  deposit 
should  be  made  from  six  months  after  publication  to  three 
months,  the  requirement,  however,  remaining  merely  direc- 
tory and  was  not  an  absolute  condition. 

By  the  act  establishing  the  Smithsonian  Institution  (ap- 
proved August  10,  1846),  a copy  of  every  article  for  which  a 
copyright  should  be  secured,  was  to  be  delivered  within  three 
mouths  from  publication  to  the  librarian  of  that  Institution, 
and  another  copy  to  the  librarian  of  the  ‘ ‘ Congress  Library, 
for  the  use  of  said  libraries.”  All  copyright  deposits  were 
ordered  by  the  act  of  1831  to  be  forwarded  yearly  by  the 
clerks  of  the  district  courts  to  the  Secretary'  of  State  of  the 
United  States  for  preservation,  and  the  accumulation  thus 
formed  was  transferred  by  the  act  of  February  5,  1859,  to 
the  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  from  there  by  the  act 
of  July  8,  1870,  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Meanwhile,  by  the  copyright  amendatory  act  of  March  3, 
1865,  it  was  provided  that  a printed  copy  of  every  book, 
etc.,  “for  which  a copyright  shall  be  secured,”  should  lie 
transmitted  “within  one  month  from  the  day  of  publication 
to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  the  use  of  said  Library'.” 
The  same  act  declared  that  in  case  of  neglect  to  deliver  the 
copies  as  required,  it  should  be  the  duty’  of  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  to  make  a demand  in  writing  "at  any  time  within 
twelve  months  after  publication;  and  in  default  of  delivery 
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within  one  month  after  the  demand  shall  have  teen  made, 
the  right  of  exclusive  publication  secured  under  the  acts  of 
Congress  respecting  copyright  shall  be  forfeited,"  the  first 
intrusion  of  the  idea  that  copyright  protection  should  be 
made  to  depend  on  the  deposit  of  copies.  Two  years  later  Oct  0/1867 
(February  18,  1867)  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  add  a 
penalty  of  $25  to  be  collected  by  the  Librarian  of  Congress  f01ai1.ro/s2s 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  failure  to 
make  the  prescribed  deposit  within  one  month  after  publi- 
cation. This  penalty  is  still  in  force. 

The  second  act  of  general  revision  of  July  8,  1870,  not  Ac‘ 0/1870 
only  reenacted  the  deposit  of  copies  in  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress, but  changed  the  number  from  one  to  two  copies  of 
each  book  or  other  article,  and  reduced  the  time  within 
which  deposit  should  be  made  from  one  month  to  ten  days 
after  publication;  failing  which  “no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  a copyright.  ” When  this  act  was  taken  over  as  Title  u^p'i'd  Slal' 
LX,  chapter  3 of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  phraseology  was 
slightly  changed,  but  so  as  to  accentuate  the  fact  that  the 
deposit  of  copies  was  put  on  an  exact  footing  with  the  regis- 
tration of  title  as  a condition  precedent  to  protection. 

Finally,  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  even  the  ten  days  after  Ael  °f  starch 
publication  was  disallowed,  and  the  deposit  directed  to  beJ  ‘ '' 
made  “not  later  than  the  day  of  publication,  in  this  or  any 
foreign  country,”  and  the  copies,  in  the  case  of  books, 
chromos,  lithographs,  and  photographs,  were  required  to 
be  manufactured  within  the  United  States. 

This  analysis  of  the  legislation  shows  that  while  the  laws 
of  only  one  of  the  original  States  exacted  any  deposit  of 
copies,  and  the  early  Federal  laws  presented  only  the 
deposit  of  one  copy  for  the  purpose  of  identification,  allow- 
ing six  months  from  publication  in  which  to  make  it.  the 
act  of  1831  reduced  the  six  months’  period  to  three;  the 
act  of  1865  cut  the  term  down  to  one  month;  the  law  of 
1870  to  ten  days,  increasing  the  number  of  copies  to  two; 
while  by  the  act  of  March  3,  1891,  no  time  of  grace  was 
allowed,  deposit  being  required  to  take  place  on  or  before 
publication,  and  was  frankly  made  a condition  precedent  to 
protection.

NOTICE  OF  COPYRIGHT 

The  third  important  statutory  formality  is  the  printing  of 
Ad  of  /frun-  the  notification  of  copyright.  The  legislation  of  the  origi- 

y/vama  ' . 

nal  states  generally  contained  no  requirement  as  to  notice 
of  copyright,  but  Pennsylvania  was  an  exception,  and  by 
its  law,  not  only  insisted  on  the  insertion  of  the  full  cer- 
tificate of  copyright  on  the  back  of  the  title-page,  but 
declared  that  unless  this  was  done  no  author  was  to  be 
Ad  0/1790  entitled  to  protection.  The  Federal  act  of  1790,  while  not 
exacting  the  placing  of  any  notice  upon  the  copyright  pro- 
duction, directed  the  publication  of  the  record  of  registration 
of  title  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  the  United 
States,  for  a space  of  four  weeks;  and  the  amendatory  act 
of  1802  ordered,  in  addition  to  such  publication  in  the  news- 
papers, that  the  certificate  of  copyright  should  be  inserted 
“at  full  length’’  on  the  title  or  back  of  the  title.  The  act 
Arie/ts 3/  of  1831,  while  omitting  the  publication  of  the  certificate  of 

registration,  explicitly  required  as  a condition  precedent  to 
protection  the  placing  of  a statutory  notice  of  copyright  upon 
all  copies  of  a copyright  production.  This  stipulation  was 
Act  of  js/o  favorably  modified  by  the  act  of  1870,  to  the  effect  that 
such  notice  should  be  inserted  in  order  to  maintain  an  action 
for  infringement,  but  curiously  enough,  this  law  reverted, 
after  the  lapse  of  nearly  forty  years,  to  the  antiquated 
requirement  of  a newspaper  publication  of  the  record  of 
registration  of  title  in  the  case  of  renewals,  and  this  awkward 
stipulation  remains  in  force. 

The  statutory  formalities  which  are  now  conditions  prece- 
Picrcqmdtcs  to  dent  to  copyright  protection  are:  (1)  Registration  of  the 
title  or  description  of  the  article,  which  must  take  place  “ on 
or  before  the  day  of  publication  in  this  or  any  other  country;” 
(2)  Deposit  of  copies  “ not  later  than  the  day  of  publication 
thereof,  in  this  or  any  foreign  country,”  and  in  the  case  of 
books,  chromos,  lithographs,  or  photographs,  it  is  obligatory 
that  the  copies  “ shall  lie  printed  from  type  set  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  or  from  plates  made  therefrom, 
or  from  negatives,  or  drawings  on  stone  made  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  or  from  transfers  made  there- 
from;” (3)  The  printing  or  otherwise  impressing  the  notice

of  copyright  in  the  statutory  form  upon  all  copies  of  each 
article.  In  order  to  secure  protection  for  the  second  term, 
registration  of  title  and  deposit  of  copies  must  be  repeated, 
and  the  record  of  such  second  registration  published  in  a 
newspaper. 

I have  endeavored  in  this  detailed  analysis  of  the  laws  to 
make  clear  the  genesis  of  the  formalities  upon  which  copy- 
right is  conditioned,  and  their  intimate  relation  to  the  copy- 
right protection  secured.  As  already  pointed  out,  a system 
has  gradually  grown  up  under  which  valuable  literary  prop- 
erty rights  have  come  to  depend  upon  exact  compliance  with 
these  statutory  formalities  which  have  no  relation  to  the 
equitable  rights  involved, and  the  question  may  very  well  be 
raised  whether  this  condition  should  be  continued.  If  it  is 
desirable  to  maintain  the  double  requirement  of  filing  of 
title  and  depositing  copies,  then  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  effect  upon  the  copyright  protection  of  compliance  or 
noncompliance  should  be  seriously  considered. 

HAWAII,  PORTO  RICO,  CUBA,  AND  THE  PHILIPPINES 

The  territorial  expansion  of  our  country  which  has  led  to 
the  inclusion  of  Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Philippines 
has  given  rise  to  new  copyright  questions  both  as  to  the 
protection  of  literary  and  artistic  productions  by  Americans 
residing  in  the  new  territories,  and  the  extension  of  the 
privilege  of  copyright  in  the  United  States  to  the  native- 
authors  of  these  three  countries.  Concerning  this  last,  an 
opinion  by  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States, 
obtained  on  December  2,  1898,  was  to  the  following  effect: 

It  appears  that  the  subjects  of  Hawaii  hail  not,  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  resolution  of  annexation  of  July  7,  1898,  become 
vested  by  proclamation  with  the  privilege  of  copyright  in  the 
United  States.  I have  heretofore  held,  in  an  opinion,  that  cer- 
tain laws  of  the  United  States  relative  to  tonnage  dues  upon 
vessels  from  foreign  ports  still  applied  to  the  ports  of  Hawaii, 
and  had  not  been  abrogated  by  the  terms  or  effect  of  the  resolu- 
tion of  annexation.  For  the  reasons  given  in  that  opinion,  I 
think  that  the  inhabitants  of  Hawaii  are  not  at  present,  in  the 
absence  of  affirmative  legislation  by  Congress  to  that  effect, 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  our  copyright  laws. 

Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  and  Manila  have  not  as  yet  been  formally 
ceded  to  the  United  States.  So  far  as  they  are  subject  to  the 
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control  and  government  of  this  country  they  are  ruled  under  the 
principle  of  belligerent  right.  They  have  not  become  entitled 
to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  citizens  of  the  United  States.  In 
my  opinion,  when  they  shall  have  been  directly  ceiled  by  treaty 
to  the  United  States,  and  such  treat)'  duly  ratified  by  the  Senate, 
their  respective  inhabitants  will  not  lie  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
the  copyright  laws  unless  the  treaty,  by  its  terms,  confers  such 
right,  or  Congress  shall  afterwards  extend  such  laws  to  the 
inhabitants  of  those  countries. 

Since  the  above  opinion  was  written  “An  act  to  provide  a 
government  for  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  ’ ’ was  approved 
April  30,  1900,  to  .take  effect  on  June  14  of  the  same  year. 
This  statute  repealed  the  “Civil  laws  of  Hawaii,  chapter 
38,  copyrights,”  and  enacted  that  the  Constitution  and  all 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  are  not  locally  inappli- 
cable should  have  ‘ ‘ the  same  force  and  effect  within  the 
said  Territory  as  elsewhere  in  the  United  States.” 

On  April  12,  1900,  an  act  was  passed  to  go  into  effect  on 
May  1,  same  year,  entitled  "An  act  temporarily  to  provide 
revenues  and  a civil  government  for  Porto  Rico,”  of  which 
section  14  directs  “that  the  statutory  laws  of  the  United 
States  not  locally  inapplicable  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  in  Porto  Rico  as  in  the  United  States.”  Under  the 
provisions  of  these  two  laws,  therefore,  the  titles  of  books 
and  other  articles  by  citizens  of  Hawaii  and  of  Porto  Rico 
have  been  registered  in  the  Copyright  Office,  as  a pre- 
liminary to  protection,  since  May  1 and  June  14,  1900, 
respectively. 

Cuba  was  established  as  an  independent  Government  on 
May  20,  1902,  and  a proclamation  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  was  issued  on  November  17,  1903,  to  the 
effect  that  satisfactory  official  assurances  having  been  given 
that  in  Cuba  the  law  permits  to  citizens  of  the  United  States 
the  benefit  of  copyright  on  substantially  the  same  basis  as 
to  citizens  of  Cuba,  the  benefits  of  the  copyright  laws  of  the 
United  States  have  been  extended  to  such  citizens  of  Cuba 
as  are  the  authors  of  literary  and  artistic  productions,  and 
their  heirs,  executors,  and  assigns. 

As  regards  the  Philippines  the  conditions  are  not  so  satis- 
factory, There  has  been  no  legislation  which  directly  or 
indirectly  extends  the  copyright  laws  of  the  United  States 
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to  the  inhabitants  of  these  islands."  Two  opinions  by  the  opinions  of  thr

Attorney-General  are  of  interest  as  throwing  light  on  the  trai 
present  status  of  citizens  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  The 
first6  dealt  with  the  rights  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and 
Porto  Rico  in  regard  to  the  registration  of  trade-marks  in 
the  United  States,  the  decision  being  that  the  residents  of 
Porto  Rico  are  entitled  to  register  trade-marks  in  the  United 
States,  but  that  the  residents  of  the  Philippine  Islands  are 
not,  as  such,  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  trade-mark 
law  of  the  United  States,  those  islands  not  being  organized 
territories  of  the  United  States  as  contemplated  by  section 
1981  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  The  second  opinion''  was  in 
reply  to  the  question  whether  -citizens  of  the  United  States 
residing  in  the  Philippine  Islands  who  were  the  authors  of 
books  could  deposit  in  the  Copyright  Office  two  copies  of 
their  books  printed  in  the  Philippine  Islands  as  a compliance 
with  the  stipulation  contained  in  section  3 of  the  act  of 
March  3,  1891,  amendatory'  of  the  copyright  laws,  that  the 
copies  deposited  ‘ ‘ shall  be  printed  from  type  set  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  States  or  from  plates  made  therefrom.” 

The  reply  was  in  the  negative. 

INTERNATIONAL  COPVRIGHT  RELATIONS 

The  act  of  March  3,  1891,  removed  from  the  copyright 
statutes  the  words  which  confined  the  protection  secured 
thereunder  to  citizens  or  residents  of  the  United  States, 
while  the  thirteenth  section  of  that  act  provided  that  the 
citizens  of  any  foreign  state  which  permits  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  the  benefit  of  copyright  on  substantially  the 
same  basis  as  to  its  own  citizens  may,  by  Presidential  proc- 
lamation, be  given  the  privileges  of  our'  copyright  laws.

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i"i.  • uahomii  Q f this  is  (1)  that  citizens  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as 
they  are  able  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws 
in  force  in  any  or  all  of  the  countries  named,  may  claim  the 
protection  accorded  by  such  laws,  and  (2)  that  the  citizens 
of  any  of  the  countries  named  may  obtain  the  protection 
accorded  by  our  copyright  statutes  in  so  far  as  they  are  able 
to  comply  explicitly  with  all  the  stipulations  of  those  stat- 
utes. This  does  not  imply  unquestioned  accession  to  the 
benefits  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  either  country.  Thus, 
for  example,  in  Great  Britain  a painting,  drawing,  or  pho- 
tograph can  only  be  registered  for  copyright  protection  if 
the  author  thereof  be  a British  subject  or  a resident  within 
the  dominions  of  the  British  Crown,  conditions  which  would 
ordinarily  debar  United  States  artists  from  obtaining  pro- 
tection for  their  artistic  productions.  And,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  United  States  laws  require  in  the  case  of  a photo- 
graph that  the  two  copies  to  Ire  deposited  “ shall  be  printed 
from  negatives  made  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States," 
a stipulation  which  the  British  photographer  finds  difficult 
of  fulfillment. 

Xor  does  this  basis  for  exchange  of  copyright  privileges 

inequalities  insure  equality  of  exchange.  The  inequalities  accord  with 
the  variance  in  the  privileges  granted  by  the  different  legis- 
lations ( most  noticeably  in  the  difference  in  the  length  of  the 
term  of  protection),  and  also  in  the  simplicity  or  arduous- 
ness of  the  statutory  formalities  to  Ire  complied  with.  Thus, 
for  example,  as  between  the  literary  producer  in  the  United 
States  and  Germany,  the  former  obtains  in  the  German 
Empire,  without  any  tax  whatever  and  without  any  formali- 
ties, protection  extending  thirty  years  Ireyond  his  life  in 
favor  of  his  heirs,  while  the  German  author  secures  in  the 
United  States  protection  for  a period  of  forty-two  years  at 
longest,  and  then  only  upon  compliance  with  formalities 
which  are  embarrassing  and  involve  considerable  expense. 
Not  only  may  there  be  great  diversity  in  the  privileges 
secured  and  the  tax  imposed,  but  there  may  be  an  important 
practical  difference  in  the  ease  or  difficulty  of  compliance 
with  the  obligatory  formalities,  depending  upon  whether  the 
author  is  a citizen  or  a foreigner.  It  is  not  as  easy,  for 
example,  for  a foreign  as  for  a native  author  to  arrange  for 
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the  filing  of  his  title-page  at  Washington  before  publication, 
and  it  is  obviously  a much  less  difficult  matter  for  an  Ameri- 
can than  for  a foreign  author  to  have  his  book  type  set  in 
the  United  States  before  the  day  of  first  publication,  which 
may  mean  for  the  alien  author  the  burden  of  a double  print- 
ing of  his  work,  abroad  and  in  the  United  States, 

The  trend  in  copyright  is  toward  a more  extended  area  of  Trend  >«  coPy- 
protection  secured  by  means  of  international  reciprocal  ar-  ’ ,‘', 
rangements  and  the  simplification  or  abolition  of  formalities. 

While  many  foreigii  countries  now  give  copyright  to  citizens 
of  the  United  States  on  substantially  the  same  basis  as  to 
their  own  subjects,  practically  the  uncertainty  as  to  just  what 
is  necessary  to  be  done  in  order  to  secure  protection  prevents 
otir  literary  and  artistic  producers  from  taking  advantage  of 
the  privileges  accorded.  A compliance  with  the  formalities 
imposed  by  our  own  laws  alone  would  suffice  to  secure  pro- 
tection in  addition  throughout  all  the  countries  now  within 
the  Berne  Copyright  Union  (thus  including  virtually  the 
whole  book-reading  world),  were  the  United  States  a member 
of  that  eminently  practical  association  of  nations. 

COPYRIGHT  OFFICE  ADMINISTRATION 

By  the  act  of  July  8,  1870,  all  records  relating  to  previous 
copyright  registrations  were  directed  to  be  removed  to  the 
Library  of  Congress,  to  be  kept  and  preserved  there,  under 
the  control  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  who  was  the  actual 
registrar  of  copyrights  until  July  1,  1897,  when  the  appro- 
priation act  of  February  19,  1897,  went  into  force.  By  this 
act  provision  was  made  fora  new  official,  the  “Register  of  Rtgintt  of 
Copyrights,”  who,  according  to  the  statute,  “shall,  * * * c°>'y'  "r>'ls 
under  the  direction  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,  perform  all 
the  duties  relating  to  copyrights.”  The  new  officer  was 
directed  to  make  monthly  reports  of  copyright  fees  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  to  deposit  such  fees  in 
the  United  States  Treasury,  being  bonded  in  the  sum  of 
$20,000  “for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.”  While 
thus  creating  a new  fiscal  officer,  to  be  held  responsible  for 
the  proper  accounting  of  copyright  fees,  these  fees  were  left 
payable  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress;  nor  was  care  taken  to 
substitute  elsewhere  in  the  law  for  the  words  “ Librarian  of 
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Congress ' ’ the  words  ‘ ‘ Register  of  Copyrights ' ’ where  such 
change  was  needed  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  the  new  legislation. 

In  a business  so  large  as  that  of  the  Copyright  Office, 
where  the  registrations  now  approach  one  hundred  thousand 
annually,  errors  sometimes  occur  in  the  applications  received 
which,  under  certain  circumstances,  might  prove  a serious 
embarrassment  to  the  clients  of  the  office.  It  would  seem 
that  the  copyright  laws  might  contain  some  well-defined 
provisions  authorizing  the  Register  of  Copyrights  to  make 
innocent  alterations  in  the  record  of  title  in  such  cases  on 
the  request  of  the  claimant  of  copyright. 

JCs  ",S  a ”‘t  P°rt'on  the  copyright  business  was  transferred  to 
the  Patent  Office  by  the  act  of  June  18,  1874.  This  is  the 
registration  of  labels  and  prints  for  articles  of  manufacture. 
This  act  is  difficult  of  application,  and  it  is  not  always  clear 
what  prints  it  is  obligatory  to  register  at  the  Patent  Office 
in  order  to  secure  copyright  protection,  while  the  differ- 
ence in  the  amount  of  the  registration  fee  ($5.50)  is  in 
itself  an  inducement  to  urge  registration  in  this  office  instead 
of  the  Patent  Office. 

copyright  jets  \ readjustment  of  the  copyright  fees  that  would  remove 
the  present  variance  in  the  charge  for  identical  clerical 
sendee ; impose  a proper  legal  fee  for  recording  lengthy 
documents,  and  provide  for  a suitable  charge  for  the  time 
involved  in  the  case  of  long  searches  is  to  be  recommended. 

The  present  law  imposes  the  double  formality  ( 1 ) filing 

Filing  of  utn  0f  title,  (2)  depositing  copies.  It  also  permits  the  filing  of 
the  title  to  be  made  in  advance  of  the  deposit  of  copies,  and 
this  is  still  done  in  a large  proportion  of  cases,  frequently 
under  the  impression  that  some  advantage  is  thus  secured. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  a great  many  titles  are  filed  which 
are  not  the  titles  of  works  printed  or  even  written,  but 
merely  contemplated  works,  many  of  which  are  never  pro- 
duced. This  privilege  of  filing  the  title  in  advance  of  the 
deposit  of  copies  has  given  rise  to  the  erroneous  belief  that 
some  exclusive  command  of  use  of  the  title  is  thereby  gained. 
Applications  are  not  infrequent  asking  for  the  registration 
of  a sheaf  of  taking  titles  in  the  hope  that  a profitable 
monopoly  in  the  use  of  such  titles  may  thus  be  obtained. 
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This  filing  of  the  titles  of  projected  works  in  advance  of 
publication  is  steadily  accumulating  in  the  Copyright  Office 
registrations  of  title  never  completed  by  the  deposit  of 
copies.  Such  registrations  merely  lumber  up  the  Copy- 
right Office  records  and  alphabetical  index  of  entries  and 
waste  the  time  of  the  clerks  who  are  obliged  to  make  the 
required  entries  and  do  the  indexing. 

When  the  matter  is  seriously  weighed  the  question  mav  h useful  pur-

reasonably  lie  asked  whether  any  useful  purpose  is  served  by 
the  preliminary  filing  of  the  titles.  It  is  to  be  remembered 
that  the  titles  are  by  law  required  to  be  “recorded;”  that 
is,  copied  in  record  books.  Such  recording  could  be  made 
as  well  directly  from  the  copy  of  the  work  deposited,  and  it 
would  seem  that  all  desired  legal  effect  would  tie  thereby 
secured,  and  the  cost  of  the  double  handling  of  titles  and 
copies  be  saved. 

The  question  of  space  for  the  storing  of  the  titles  is  in 
itself  not  an  unimportant  one.  The  titles  filed  for  the  last 
six  fiscal  years  occupy,  closely  stored,  about  500  square  feet 
of  floor  space,  and  each  year's  accumulation  is  larger  than 
the  preceding  one. 

This  filing  of  the  titles  in  advance  of  publication  obviously 
gives  greater  opportunity  for  the  occurrence  of  variances 
more  or  less  serious  between  the  title  as  filed  and  as  finally 
used,  to  the  embarrassment  of  the  Copyright  Office  and 
possible  legal  complications  for  the  copyright  claimants. 

RECOMMENDATION 

In  previous  annual  reports  I have  urged  the  need  for  a Revision  0/ 
thorough  revision  of  our  copyright  laws.  In  the  preceding 
pages  I have  pointed  out  more  specifically  in  what  directions 
the  existing  copyright  legislation  is  incomplete,  inadequate 
or  contradictory,  and  likely  to  lead  to  misapprehension  or 
misunderstanding.  The  subject  ought  to  be  dealt  with  as  a 
whole,  and  not  by  further  merely  partial  or  temporizing 
amendments.  The  acts  now  in  force  should  be  replaced  by 
one  consistent  statute,  of  simple  and  direct  phraseology,  of 
broad  and  liberal  principles,  and  framed  fully  to  protect  the 
rights  of  all  literary  and  artistic  producers  and  to  guard  the 
interests  of  other  classes  affected  by  copyright  legislation. 
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What  is  desired  could,  I believe,  be  best  accomplished  by 
a copyright  commission  sufficiently  large  as  to  number,  which 
would  adequately  represent  the  different  interests  concerned. 
I therefore  again  suggest  that  Congress  be  recommended  to 
appoint  .such  a commission  to  take  up  the  revision  and  cod- 
ification of  the  copyright  laws  in  order  to  submit  the  draft 
of  a satisfactory-  copyright  statute.
